FIFTEEN CHILDREN KILLED AND

THE DISASTER CAUSED BY A SLIGHT ALARM 
OF FIRE IN A LARGE CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
—FRIGHTENED CHILDREN, BEYOND CON- 


———"" pROL, CROWDING THROUGH NARROW 
! HALLS—SAD SCENES OF TERROR AND 
; GRIEF. 

A panic occurred in a large school build- 


Ing on the Eastside of the City yesterday after- 
uoon, and resulted in the killing of 15 children 
and the more or less serious injury of at least 8 
others. The Roman Catholic Schoel of the 
Most Holy Redeemer is on the seuth side of 


East Fourth-street, between Avenues A and 
B, and includes Nos. 198, 200, and 202. Itisa 
four-stery building, with bigh basement, built 
of brick, and extending back from the street as 
far as the rear of the Church of the Most Holy 
Redeemer, which is in East Third-street. A high 
iron fence runs along the front of the building, 
and the main entrance, which is at the west 
end, is reached by high stone steps. The school 
is under the charge of the Sisters of Notre 
Dame, and its registered attendance at the pres- 
ent time is 900. There are nine large school- 
rooms—one on the first floor, two on the second 
floor, three on the third floor, and three:on the 
fourth floor. All of these rooms were filled 
with girls ranging in age from 4 to 15 years, 
yesterday afternoon, except one room on the 
third floor and one room on the fourth floor, 
zach of which was occupied by boys from 5 to 
12 or 13 years of age. The entire school is 
under the direct supervision of Sister Augus- 
tine, and each room is in charge of a sister of 
the Order of Notre Dame. Father Hespelein, 
of the Redemptionists, is the Principal Supe- 
rior of the school. 

A few minutes after 3 o'clock George H. 
Lambert, an officer of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, was riding 

: down town on an Avenue Acar. While pass- 
ing East Fourth-street, he-saw smoke pouring 
from the second-story front windows of the 
Catholic sebool building, and, leaving the car, 
he ran to fire-alarm box No. 273, at East 
Third-street and Avenue A, and sounded an 
alarm. He then went to the school building 
and entered by the large main deor. He saw 
no fire, but at the bottom of the narrow stair- 
way leading into the second story he sawa 
struggling mass of young ebildren, some lying 
on the floor weighted down by others who 
were pushed upom them from above. Looking 
up, he beheld a dense crowd of children at the 
top of the stairsand heard adult voices en- 
deavoring to calm the children’s fears. The 
alarm meanwhile had reached the house of 
Engine No. 25, in East Fifth-street, and Police 
Station Ne. 17, at First-avenue and East 
Fifth-street, and only a few moments elapsed 
before the firemen and the Police arrived at 
the building. The firemen made their way 
through the basement door at the east end of 
the school building, and encountered a thick 
volume of smoke and much heat. Ascending 


two flights of stairs they found that 
2 stairway rising from the second to 
the third floor was on fire, and that 


the flames were eating their way through 
the wall into a school-room. in which were 
huddled about 100 young girls and two or 
three of the Sisters. Smoke was rapidly mak- 
ing its way into this room, as well as into the 
school-reoms up stairs, through the floors and 
thin partition walls. A brief investigation 
showed that the fire originated in a small cup- 
board under the stairway leading up from the 
second floor, which was used asa sort of 
“catch-all” for waste paper, dirt, &c. The 
flames had made no headway to speak of, and 
the firemen had no trouble in mastering them 
atonce. Only two engines were used, and the 
work of putting out the fire occupied only a 
few minctes and took but little water. 

The fact that there was a terrible panic in 
the building was at ence realized by both the 
firemen and the Police, and while some of the 
former were putting out the fire others joined 
the Police in endeavoring to calm the fright- 
ened children and in assisting those who were 
being crushed to death. It seems that as soon 
as the hundreds of children in the various 
school-rooms found that there was a fire in the 
building they made a general rush to get out. 
Accounts differ on this point, some claiming 
that the children ran helter-skelter trom their 
class-reoms, while others, including two of the 
teachers, assert that the pupils were all kept 
under discipline and marched out of the rooms 
in good order toward the stairway in the west- 
ern end of the building—the end furthest from 
the fire. It is stated that it was the design of 
the teachers to march them, two by two, out 
of the building, but that in going down stairs 
some of the nervous ones in front tripped and 
fell, and those behind, scared by the confu- 
tion, pushed eagerly forward, packing the 
2arrow stairway so densely that the inclosed 
railing of thin pine boards gave way, pre- 
ripitating the little creatures headlong into 
the centracted passage below. This last state- 
ment has an appearance of probability from 
sae fact that one ef the younger teachers was 
at the head of the ill-fated column, and was 
nerself pushed to the bottem of the stairs and 
nearly killed. All accounts, however, agree 
that in less than 10 minutes from the first 
appearance of the smoke in the building, 


there was a fearful blockade of shrieking 
end groaning human beings in _ the 
small passageway leading to the West 
staircase on the second floor and in the stair- 
case itself. Many of the frightened children 
left their hats, hoods, bonnets, and cloaks be- 
hind them in their eagerness to get out, and 
those on the upper floors poured down in a 
dense, rapid stream until the second floor was 
reached. Some of the teachers attempted to 
detain them on the upper floors, and bells were 
rung to call those back who had left some of 
the upper school-rooms, but so thoroughly 
panic-stricken had the majority become that 
efforts to contro! them were futile. 

The facilities for exit from the building were 
deficient to an extraordinary degree. The 
balls through which the stairs in the western 
end descend are 6 feet 6 inches in width, those 
on the two upper floors being possibly not so 
wide. The staircases, which are built one 
above the other, are 3 feet wide, and the one 
in which the fatal jam occurred was steep and 
contained 20 steps. The children in descend- 
ing from the upper floors yesterday were 
obliged to turn abruptly at the foot of each 
staircase in a space not more than 3 test 
square, then, following a short passage a 
trifle more than 3 feet wide, they had to 
turn, at the bead of each staircase, in a fspace 
about 3 feet square. The main hall leading 
mto the street extends along the entire west 
wall of the building, but in the rear end of it 
there is a jog in the outer wall which leaves a 
passageway from the foot of the stairway te 
the main hall only 3 feet 6 inches wide. The 
passage which runs along by theside of the 
stairway on the first floor is also about 3 feet 
" 3 inches wide. it was into this contracted 
outlet thet the frizhtened children were 
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hurled in ‘yesterday’s panic. ‘he guard-rail

ing of each staircase consisted of a thin board | Fritz, who held his post valiantly, and worked 


partition about three feet high, surmounted by 
a molded hand-rail. This railing is fastened 
to the stairs by nails, and is without any 
heavy braces. On the staircase leading from 
the second to the first floor nearly the whole 
of the railing Lawes way to the pressure of the 
densely packed and struggling mass of human- 
ity, and scores of the little ones were hurled 
head foremost down into the side passageway. 
Officer Henry Schwenk, of the Seventeenth 
Precinct, whose daily detail requires him to be 
present at the time of the dismissal of the 
pupils of this school, at 3:30 P. M., was in a 
large cloak room on the second floor when ke 
heard the engines come clanging up to the 
building 8 or 10 minutes after 3 0’clock. He 
heard cries of fire and witnessed the rush of 
the children to the head of the stairway in the 
west end of the building. Taking his 
stand on ome of the top steps of that 
stairway, he tried to keep back the pushing, 
screaming throng, and called to the children 
to keep quiet and moveslowly. His physical 
exertions and his admonitions were of little 
avail. Some of the scholars in front heeded 
him and tried to push back, but the terrible 
fright that had seized upon those behind ren- 
dered the latter uncontrollable, and they 
pushed forward with a force that could not be 
staid. The officer was wedged tightly against 
the upper part of the stair-railing, and the 
next instant he heard a crash, followed by the 
sickening thud of falling bodies. With the ex- 
ception of a few who stood on the two or three 
top steps, all of the occupants of the stair- 
case fell with the broken railing. <A 
score or more of others who were 
ushed forward with terrific velocity 
ell directly forward down the ungarded stair- 
case. The scene was a frightful one. Chil- 
dren, large and small, tumbled one by one 
headlong into the struggling, shrieking mass. 
The floor at the bottom of the stairs was piled 
three and four deep with human bodies, and 
the most agonizing cries assailed the ear. Of- 
ficer Schwenk and Mr. Lambert, who, appa- 
rently, were the two first men to view the 
scene, say that it was frightful beyond deserip- 
tion. The groans of the injured ones were 
heartrending, and in some instances the men 
could hear them grow fainter and fainter, un- 
til they ceased altogether. The children at the 
top of the stairway made the air ring with 
their pitiful cries for help. ‘‘Oh, Mister! 
Oh, Mister !” “Save me!” *‘ Please save me !” 
were the appeals that came from a hundred 
throats. 
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THE PILE OF STRUGGLING CHILDREN. 
After the crash and the momentary down- 
fall of human beings that followed, the work of 
rescue began with as much vigor and effective- 
ness as was possible under the circumstances. 
The fact that there were children in the build- 
ing had become known to the large crowd of 
people attracted to the spot by the arrival of 
the fire-engines, and, with the- idea of render- 
ing assistance uppermost in their minds, a 
number of zealous persons burst open the 
double doors of the main entrance and ran 
into the hall. in a few seconds this hall- 
way was completely filled with excited men 
and boys, and when the Police arrived they 
were obliged to fight this crowd back in order 
to make way for the exit of the children. 
The entire reserve force of the Seventeenth 
Precinct had been detailed by Capt. Mc- 
Cullogh to the school building, and it took 
the combined foree of Police aud 
firemen several minutes to clear the main 
hall sufficiently to enable the uninjured chil- 
dren to get into the streer. It is proper 
to state here that the occupants of the school- 
room on the first floor made their way out of 
the ouilding before the panic. On the second 
floor are two jeclass-rooms and a large cloak- 
room, the latter about 20 feet square. The 
leading from this large room to the 

head of the fatal staircase is only 2 feet 9inches 


wide. East of»tbe cloak-room is the class- 
room used by the fifth class of girls. This 
class-room was in charge of Sister Bonavetura 


yesterday, and it was in the hall adjoin- 
ing this apartment that the fire broke 
out. When the firemen entered the building 
they found a large number of children in the 
class-room ard many others in the cloak- 
room and'the passageways leading toward 
the staircase in the west end of the building. 
The little folk, who were mostly girls, were 
very much frightened and were seemingly 
anxious to get away from the burning stair- 
case, which, being clouded in smoke, kad 
to them the appearance of being ali on 
fire. Some of the firemen assured the chil- 
dren that they might safely descend the 
stairs and get into the street through the 
basement door in the east end of the building. 
A few of the scholars were prevailed upon to 
try this means of exit, and as they passed safe- 
ly out they were followed by many others, 
and it is estimated that about 200 reached the 
street in this way. 

While this was going on, the western stair- 
case and the approaches thereto were fearfully 
clogged by the stream of children from the up- 

r rooms, '. Firemen and policemen, approach- 
ing the almost immovable mass of humanity 
from the cloak-room, partially succeed- 
ed in relieving ,the crush by passing 
the children one by one beck through the 
building and down the east stairway. Thoseof 
the rescuing party who were at work on the 
broken staircase and in the hall below were 
obliged to exercise the greatest caution to keep 
from treading upon the helpless children who 
were piled upon thefioor. The faint moans of 
those underneath told of fast departing life, 
and efforts were made to pull such unfortu- 


nates out from their fearful positions. All 
such efforts, bowever, proved fruitless, 
and it was found necessary to take 
those who could be most easily 
reached and pass them out as _  quick- 


ly as possible. The children clustered at the 
head of the stairs waited with outstretched 
hands and agonizing cries their turn to be 
lifted down. Besides Officer Schwenk and 
Mr. Lambert, this work was participated in 
by Sergt. Welsing, Officers Reid, Thomas Ray- 
wood, James Nelis, Kelly, Fisher, and others. 
Eye-witnesses give the Poliee and firemen 
credit for exercising judgment, zeal, and great 
energy in their work. Every one that could 
render assistance worked witha will to re- 
move the prostrate children from the lower 
hall-way. Most of those who had fallen on 
top were found to be unjnjured, and as soon as 
they were passed into the street they ran home 
without delay. When about 30 bad been 
picked up those at the very bottom were 
found to be unconscious, and most of them 
when taken up were dead. With only two or 
three exceptions, none of those who lost their 
lives were bruised or maimed. Nearly all of 
them met their deaths by suffocation. Minnie 
Uster was the first unconscious child taken up, 
and she died almost in the arms of the officer 
who found her. One child had her breast-bone 
fractured and another was cut in the face. 
Four of the deai children were car- 
ried through the school building into the 
Church of the Most Holy Redeemer 
and others were taken to drug stores 
in the vicinity, but subsequently either re- 
meved tothe church or to the Seventeenth 
Precinct Station-house. Sister Nahr, one of 
the teachers who was caught in the jam on the 
stairs and who is supposed to have fainted, 
wus picked up in an unconscious condition and 
taken into the church, where she soon re- 
vived. She went tothe Convent of the Notre 
Dame, but soon afterward accompanied some 
friends to the Police station, where, with pain- 
tul emotion, she identified her own little sister, 
who had been killed. 

Before the firemen and Police arrived, some 
excellent work was done by volunteers. A 
man ran along Avenue A downward from 
Fourth-street shortly after the fire broke out, 
and, as he ran, he gave out an alarm which 
brought into the street August Henlein, whose 
son Frank was one of the pupils in the school. 
Henlein is the owner of a beer saloon at 
Third-street amd Avenue A. He is about 
40 years old, heavily built, and quite 
athletic. With him rushed out his bar- 
keeper, Wiljhelm Fritz, who is a pleasant- 
faced, energetic young German. They ran to- 
gether around the corner to save the boy 
Frank. ‘‘he father pushed his way through 
the open door of the schoe!] building and his 
assistant was close at his heels. Fritz planted 
himself with one arm grasping the window 
frame. Henlein soon found his son and passed 
bim out into the street, where he was 
clasped warmiy in the armsof his mother, 
whose fears had impelled her to the 
place and who stood in the group 
of excited women and men that bad been 
drawn thither. After rescuing hisson, Hen- 
lein, with the aid of a man who was astranger 
to him, went on with the work of pulling out 
the bodies, living and dead, of those who lav 
piled uv in a heap on the floor where they bad

out. The mass of bodies as they lay piled up 
was but imperfectly distinguishable to the res- 
cuers, owing to the defective lighting of the 
place. It seemed to them that the prostrate 
forms made a barricade full four or five feet 
high, and twice as long, and extending across 
the hall. Two of the Sisters lay un- 
der the children. One Sister had her 


head, arms, and the upper part of her bedy 
free. She was pinnea down, however, by the 


weight of the many children who had fallen 


over her and lay stretched across the other 


portions of her body. Henlein grasped her by 
the shoulders and tried to help her rise, but 
was unable to do so until after the little ones 
had all been taken off. The other Sister lay 
prostrate on the wooden floor completel 

eovered by the writhing, struggling chil- 
dren. When she was extricated it seemed 


to those who pulled her out that she was 


dead, she was so limp and apparently lifeless. 
The three men worked with a will amid un- 
toward circumstances. They groped for an 
arm or a leg and pulled out one after another 
of the children, who cried and F 
sively out to catch the arms of their rescuers. 
In their struggles they scratched each oth- 
er’s faces and tore their clothing. 
times they would seek to climb up the 
shoulders of th: men who were at work 


helping them, and they uttered the mrost 
one they were 


piteous cries. One by 
passed outward, and before the engines and 
the firemen came about 25 or 30 had thus been 
taken out. All were haggard, frightened, 
pallid, save those whose struggies had ceased 
in death and one whose features were so cov- 
ered with blood as to be almost indistinguisha- 
ble. Many had fainted. There was one little 
fellow who lay buried beneath a half-dozen 
of his play-fellews. Only his little arms and 
hands stuck out of the heap, anda 
these he ‘waved appealingity as in cbild- 
ish tones he besought the men to 
help him out. Fritz caught the lad under the 
arms and tried to pull him out, but failed. 
While the men were at their work they were 
joined from the outside by a butcher named 
sidor Krieger, who worked even after he had 
dislocated one of his thumbs in the good work. 
The women, too, lent a helping hand and 
showed wonderful energy, but most of them 
had a mother’s interest and solicitude to spur 
them on. When the firemen came the volun- 
teers retired for the most part. 

In response to calls sent out by the Police 
ambulances from Bellevue and the New-York 
Hospital soon arrived upon the scene. Dr. H. 
Purdy, from Bellevue, came with the first 
ambulance, and proceeded immediately to the 
church, where he found the inanimate bodies 
of six children. He tried to resucitate them 
by means of artificial respiration, but found 
that life was wholly extinct. Death in each 
case, he said, had been caused by suffocation. 
He then had them removed to the station- 


house. 
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PARENTS IN GREAT GRIEF. 
The scene at the Seventeenth Precinct 
Police Station, at First-avenue and fFifth- 
street, whither the bodies of 11 of the little 





victims of the catastrophe were carried for 


identification, beggars description. The bodies 
of the children -were carried into the back 
room of the station-house and were laid in a 
row on the floor, Each body was marked 


with a number so as (to facilitate 
the subsequent identification. As soon as 
the news of the disaster was circulated 


throughout the neighborhood the station-house 
was besieged by a dense mass of people, most- 
ly women, the mothers of children who at- 
tended the scheol. Three ambulances in 
charge of Commissioner Brennan, of the 
Department of Charities, had been summoned 
from Bellevue Hospital, and they were 
utilized for conveying the bodies of the unfor- 
tunate children from their place of death to 
the station-kouse. As the ambulances drove 
upto the building the crowd pressed eagerly for- 
ward to gaze upon the corpses of the poor little 
girls as they were lifted out on stretchers and 
carried into the station-house. The first one 
brought in was little Mamie Uster. This cbild 
was one of the first dragged out of the pile of 
dead and dying children in the corridor of the 
school-house. When rescued by Patrolman 
Kelly. of the Seventeenth Precinct, she was 
still alive and breathing faintly, but all efforts 
to resuscitate her failed. The child had been 
suffering from asthma, end but for this it is 
believed that her life might have been saved. 
Next came the bodies of Mary Hobernicht, 
Marrianne Happe, Lizzie Skabetzkie, Minnie 
Truhe, Mary Brecht, Josephine Nahr, Eliza 
Brandenburg, Barbara Pregenzer, Lena Bend- 
nagel, and barbara Bechel. 

When the bodies had been arranged in order 
on the floor of the back room and their little 
limbs straightened, the crewd was admitted to 
look upon the bodies for the purpose of identi- 
fying them. Then the saddest scenes of all 
eceurred. Many women were among the 
crowd, and as they entered the room their 
eyes gazed with an anxiety painful to witness 
along the line of the dead in search of their 
little ones. One German woman looked 
searchingly into the features of the 
dead children until her eyes rested on the 
upturned face of little Minnie Uster. 
An agonized scream burst from her lips and 
she fell upon her knees beside the prostrate 
torm of her little daughter. ‘‘Ach! mein 
lheber tochter,” she cried, and taking the little 
form in her arms she kissed the cold lips, rock- 
ing herself to and fro, and wept as though 
heartbroken. Her friends gathered around 
her, and aftera great deal of persuasion she 
was induced to leave the scene and return to 
her home, whither the body of her child was 
subsequently removed. Lizzie Skabetzkie 
was also identified by her mother. Minnie 
Trube was alive when removed from the 
school, but died when taken into the church. 
Her breast-bone was crushed in by being 
trampled upon. The body of Marianne Happe 
was identified by her father, George H. Happe. 
There are six other children in this famiiy, 
two of whom were also pupils at the school, 
but they escaped uninjured. Mary Haber- 
nicht had fallen headlong from the stairs, 
She was recognized by ber mother, who 
had gone to the station-honse in search of her. 
Maggie Brecht was also identified by her 
motber. Josephine Nabr was a_ beautiful 
child witha blonde hair. Her sister is a novice 
in the order of the Sisters of Notre Dame, and 
taught a class in the school. She identified 
the body of her little sister while the child was 
lying on the floor of the church, whither it 
bad been carried after the catastrophe. She 
dragged herself on her knees to the corpse and 
covered its face with kisses. The father of 
the dead child is Michael Nahr, a plasterer,and 


when he came to the station-house to claim the 
body of his dead child his grief was heart- 
rending. 


The bodies ef Eliza Brandenburg and Bar 
bara Bechel were identified by their mothers. 
Barbara, who was a bright, intelligent child, 
was alive when found. A mannamed Demley 
tried to drag her out from under the children 
who were lying on ber and crushing the life 
out of her, but was unable todoso. She was 
able to speak, and thrusting out her little 
closed fist, said to Demley, ‘ Give this to 
my mother; don’t forget.’’ She opened her 
little Land and disclosed a five-cent piece. 
which she handed to Demley, repeating the in- 


junction to give the coin to her mother. She 
was deed before she could be taken out. One 
of the most heartrending sights was the iden- 
tification of Lena Bendnagel by her father. 
He is a tall German, whose appearance would 
indicate that he was not easily affected. 
When he saw the body of his little girl 
lying on the floor he gave way to 
the most intense grief. Falling on 
his knees he picked up the child in his arms, 


and, pressing the corpse to his bosom, be kissed 
the cold features and burst out into uncontrol- 
lable grief. He begged piteously to be permit- 
ted to carry the child home, and would not 
surrender the body to the Police, who desired 
tosend it to his homeinanembulance. The 
room was filled with strong men—policemen 


and other officers familiar with scenes of suf- 
fering and woe—but all wept at the sight of 
this father’s grief.

No. 17644 East Secoxd-street, said that she was

doorway and got wedged ina great crowd. 
Everybody around ber was screaming and 
pushing, and she saw a policeman, and cried 
to him to saveher.

been. She said that she saw nobody 
hurt. Sister M. Matrona, who had charge 


of the second class, said that she was 
getting ready to dismiss her class when the 
panic seized them. They ran to the deor and 
started down stairs. She went after them and 
tried to get them to come back and form in 
line, but they would not come. They heard 
the shrieks of those who had fallen, and were 
so scarad that nothing could be done with 
them. The Sister who had charge of the fifth 
class of girls said that nearly all of her class, 
numbering 86, remained quietly in the 
room with her until the firemen took 
them down the staircase where the fire was. 
Charles Kutscheisger, of No. 194 East Fourth- 
street, and Stanislaus Scherenski, of No, 144 
Essex-street, 11 and 10 years old, respectively, 
said they were in the “ A, B, C” class, under 
Sister Bonaventura. They heard thecry of fire, 
and made a rush for their hats, which hung on 
pegs along the wall of the recitation-room. They 
were on the fourth floor of the building. When 
they got down to the floor where the girls 
were they were hustied and squeezed, and the 
girls blocked up the entrance in a frantic effort 
to get out. The crush was so great that the 
two boys were lifted from their feet, and by 
that means they avoided suffocation. When 
they gained the street their jackets were rent 
in ribbons. At the entrance they met frantic 

ople endeavoring to effect an entrance. 

Victoria Herrmann, of No. 230 East Fourth- 
street, 11 years old, was on the fourth floor of 
the school-house when the alarm of fire was 
given. She ‘ elbowed” her way through her 
companions to the stairs, but could get no 
further. ‘‘My whole past life passed iefore 
me,” said the child. ‘I saw the other girls 
climb over each other’s heads and stumble 
and fall to the next landing. I managed to 
keep my feet with difficulty, and with the ex- 
ception of some slight strains I am unin- 
jured.” A number of the girls went to the 
regular means of escape, ** because they were 
familiar with them.” After the school build- 
ing had been cleared an inspection of the 
various class-rooms showed that in many in- 
stances the benches had been overturned and 
the children’s books, slates, and some articles 
of wearing apparel were scattered about the 
floors. 

A group of boys and girls who stood in 
Third-street, near Avenue A, last evening, 
were surrounded while they told the story of 
how they fell down the side of the staircase and 
crawied and struggled together to be free. 
They were between the ages of 7 and 10 years. 
A curious circumstance happened to two of 
the boys, tie children of Charles Maier, of No. 
42 Avenue A. The elder of the two, Joseph,aged 
about 7, rushed out with his asseciates of the 
sixth class, whose room was en the third floor, 
andhefelltothe greund. His brother Charles, 
who is only 6, was wiser, and went slowly and 
deliberately down and made his way safely 
into the street. Both ehildren were sent to 
bed soon after nightfall, and before 9 o’clock 
were sleeping soundly, wrapped in each 
other’s arms, while their parents were most 
earnest in showing their thankfulness. Sym- 
pathy was especially manifested by the neigh- 
bors with Mrs. Becker, of No. 52 Avenue A, 
whose daughter Lena, a levely child, was 
killed outright, and whose son had his arm 
broken. She is a widow, her husband baving 
died within a month, and the quick succession 
of bereavements has affected her most pain- 
fully. Amother sad case was that of Mr. 
Fisher, who was only recently bereaved of a 
child. By the present calamity he loses an- 
other child. A third child died about the 
time of the disaster from natural causes. 
His wife, who is about to become a moth- 
er, was almost beside herself with grief. 
The name of one of the little victims was 
given as Gracie Gretzner on the Police records, 
her age as 11 years, and the residence of her 
perents as No. 187 East Third-street. Inqui- 
ries at this tenement revealed the fact that 
there was no family of that name in the house, 
and no one knew of any such name in the 
vicinity. The Police obtained the address 
from a druggist at No. 38 Avenue A, from 
whose store the child was sent to its home. He 
says that the child’s address was given him by 
a woman who identified the body of the child.

Father Helmprecht is the® priest nomi- 
nally in charge of the Church of the Most Holy 
tedeemer, to which the school is attached, but 
he has been sick for six months, and his duties 
have devolved upon Father John Hespelein, 
his assistant. The latter, when asked by a 
Times reporter to give am account of the 
catastrophe, said that when it occurred 
he was in a_ class-room on the fourth 
floor on the western side of the building 
preparing a class of girls for communien, 
The first he knuew of the fire was when a 


Sister who had charge of a class on one of the 
lower floors, entered the room hurriedly and 
apparently much agitated and whispered to 
the Sister in charge of the class to which he 
was giving instructions, that the building was 
on fire. This amnouncement was overheard 
by the children in the room who jumped up 
in affright. He called to the children to be 
quiet and orderly, and told them that he would 
remain with them, and they would get out 





safely. The children were so much alarmed 
that they paid no attention to his words, but 
rushed toward the door opening out into the 
corridor. Father Hesspelein endeavored to 
stop them, but withcut avail, as they carried 
him along with them into the corridor. When 
they reached the stairway there was no fire 
visible, but the smoke was making its way into 
the class-rooms. The sight of the smoke 
rendered the children uncontrollable and 
they rushed down the stairs like a flock 
of sheep. He made his way down 
the stairs and endeavored to regulate 
the descent of the children, but failed. The 
fire engines rattling up in front of the build 
ing in response to the alarm which had been 
sent out increased the excitement, and when 
one of the teachers, a novice, named Nahr, 
fainted on the stairs, the panic reached such 
proportions that no human power could check 


Notwithstanding all this, Father Hesspe

Owipvg to emotion, Sister Augustine, Supe- 
rior of the Convent of Notre Dame, No. 218 
East Fourth-street, was not able until last 
evening to tella reporter of Tar TIMES what 
she knew about the accident.

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classes, were in the east end of the 
school building, which was known as 
the boys’ end, although there weére girls 
there. There were altogether 200 boys and 
500 girls attending the school, which was un- 
der the charge of a priest of the Church of the 
Holy Redeemer, whose name she declined to 
give. Each class was instructed by one Sister 
of the convent. The Sister Superior was posi- 
tive that there was a proper fire drill in the 
school, and equally pesitive that occasionally 
false fire-alarms were given in order to test the 
ability of the scholars to leave the school quick- 
ly, but in an orderly manner. The system 
was, on an alarm being sounded, for all the 
children ito rise out of their places and for 
each class to accompany its teacher to the 
staircases and the street. Sister Augustine 
was in the convent when she was informed of 
the fire. She hastened to the school, entered 
it by the east entrance, went to the second- 


story landing, jumped past the fire 
burning in the closet under the stairs, 
and saw on the western staircase the 


children descending the west staircase in an 
orderly manner. The accident had not then 
occurred. ‘The children below the fire, in the 
eastern class-rooms, left the building by the 
east staircase. On the second story was girls’ 
class No. 5, Aboveit was boys’ class No. 6, 
end above that boys’ class No. 5. All these 
children had to zo tothe west ctaircase by 
passing into the corridor and through the west 
class-room. 

Sister Augustine said that she .had investi- 

ated the cause of the accident and could not 
find any blame for any of the Sisters. She 
was positive that when the neighbors heard of 
the fire many of them, prompted by the best 
of motives, rushed inte the school, and many 
of them went in by the western entrance. The 
children descending the west staircase met 
these persons and there was an obstruction to 
the free exit of the children, and, ne- 
cessarily, a halt on the fatal _stair- 
case. Then the panic began through the 
children who were checked in their exit being 
urged onward by the children behind them, 
whose number was greater than usual at that 
side of the building because the three classes 
that shouldfhave used the east staircase, being 
cut of by the fire, were compelled te use the 
west staircase. A jam at the bottom of the 
west staircase was the result, and the sheathed 
baluster gave way. When it began to break 
two Sisters were on the north side of it in the 
hall. One of them tried to support it, but 
it toppled over on her and her com- 
panion, and, to use their expression, ‘ the chil- 
dren poured on them and buried them.” The 
Sisters tried to do their whole duty. The fire- 
men put three of them out of windows on the 
first floor, but one of them returned and 
helped to get ehildren out of the 
mass, The two Sisters who were in 
the mass were extricated, and were 
bruised and suffering from shock. They 
had recovered last night. The school would 
have been dismissed at 3:30 o’clock. The ages 
of the boys were from 6 to 9 and of the girls 6 
te 13. The children who were injured were 
principally frem girls’ classes Nos. 6 and 4. 
The balusters were toppling over when several 
boys tried to slide down them, and fell witn 
them. 

One of the Sisters informed a TIMES re- 
porter that the school building was heated 
only by means of stoves, and that there was 
not a single fire in the building yesterday. She 
could not account for the fire except Le the 
theory that one of the boys had mischievously 
lighted a match and thrown it either into or 
near the small cupboard under the staircase. 
She furthermore said that had it not been for 
the noise made by the fire engines outside and 
the people rushing into the main hall there 
would have been ne panic. 

Mr. W. P. Esterbrook, Inspector of Build- 
ings, did not hear of the accident until a re- 

orter of THe TIMEs called on him at No. 150 

Cast Thirtieth-street, last night. He had ro 
knowledge of the construction of the scheol 
building, but was reasonably sure that it had 
not been complained of as unsafe. The par- 
ticulars of the accident suggested that the dis- 
cipline of the scheol was faulty. He referred 
the reporter to Inspector John Riley, 
of No. 208 Sullivan-street, in whose dis- 
trict ' the school is. Mr. Riley said 
that he went to the scheol an hour and a half 
after the accident occurred, and made a care- 
fulexamiration. He last made an inspection 
of the school late in the Autumn or early in 
the Winter. A better school could be built, 
but on this examination he found nothing to 
suggest or conderrn. He had vever made any 
recommendation in regard to the stair-casesand 
exits, and had never received any complaint 
against it. The hallways on the ground floor 
were 7 feet wide. The fatal staircase at right 
angles to the west hallway was 3 feet wide. 
Half of the baluster to the north side of it 
gave way, and the children were thrown 


on a weoden fleor in a hallway about 
4 feet wide. There was no_ handrail 
against the wali on the south side 


of the stair-case at this point. The baluster 
that was broken was sheathed, with a hand- 
rail on the tep of it. It was sheathed to pre- 
vent the children from getting their feet 


through the bars in going down stairs. 
The sbeathing and rail were strong, and 
nothing but an extraordinary pressure 
could have made them give way. 


All the doors of the school opened outwardly. 
‘rhe “‘ rises” of the stairs were eight inches. 
There were no fire-escapes. They would have 
been useless for children, who would bave 
dropped through them “like peas through 
a grating.” The fire started in a little 
closet made by the sheating under the 
stairs leading to the third floor. He 
had made up his mind that the fire was caused 
by a boy smoking a cigarette and throwing 
away thestump. In his opinion the accident 
was the result of poor discipline and bad man- 
agement. The blockade at the foot 
the west stairs was caused either by children 
falling there or by their encountering persons 
coming into the school. Mr. Riley preferred 
to wait until the inquiry began before suggest- 
ing how such accidents could be avoided, but 
the chutes used in California schoels might be 
used in schools constructed like that of the 
Church of the Holy Redeemer before terrible 
experience had taught builders to change old 
plans. 

Coroner Levy, accompanied by Commis- 
sioner Brennan and Capt. McCullough, visited 
the school-house and examined the place where 
the fire originated and also the broken stair- 
case where the children were crushed to death. 
Coroner Levy at noon to-day will impannel 
a jury at the Station-house and will accom- 
pany the jury to the school-house to view the 
scene of the catastrophe. The Coroner says 
that he will make a most searching investiga- 
tion of the circumstances, with the view of 
placing the responsibility of the disaster where

The loss by the fire 
alone will not exceed $125.

€HARGES MADE AGAINST THE MONOPOLY 
BY JAMES R. KEENE. 

MEADVILLE, Penn., Feb. 20.—A series of 
surprises distinguished the hearing had to-day in 
the matter of the litigation concerning the ques- 
tion of who constitute the rightful Board of 
Managers of the Tidewater Pipe Line Company. 
First, James R. Keene, the man of cornors, claimed, 
and evidently honestly, too, that the Standard Oil 
Company, which he called a “monopoly,” was 
masquerading behind the nomimal defendants in 
the case. In oppesition to this J. G. Archbald, of 
New-York, President of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, charged that Byren D. Benson, President 
of the Tidewater Company, and the man 
who is credited with being the producers’ friend’ 
and the Standard Company’s most implacable 
enemy, bad endeavored to sell out his friends and 
his company to the rival corporation. Affidavits 
by the score were produced on either side. -The 


evidence as to the question of election tended de- 
cidedly to show a scheme of usurpation on the 
part of the Satterfield party. 

Mr. Keene’s affidavit made a marked sensation. 
After stating that he was a manager of the Tide- 
water Pipe Company, and that he had $350,000 
worth of its securities, he continued as 
follows: ‘“‘From my first connection with 
the company it has been hampered and embar- 
rassed in its business by the unscrupulous come 
petition of the Standard Oli Cempany. When it 
first began to transport and deliver oi] at 
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tide-water, the refineries which bought and 
refined oil were one after another bought 
up by the Standard Oil Cempany 


or driven out of business by vexations or oppres- 
sive annoyances. As one @f the steps in this 
attempt to injure and destroy the Tide- 
water Pipe Company, they proenred one 
Eiistu G. Patterson to institate a vexatious 
and dishonest litigation in the Court of Cemmon 
Pleas of Crawford County. Patterson had been 
an original subscriber to the stock of the com- 
pany, but had never paid his subseription. 
He was entirely insolvent and _ irresponsibie, 
and one of the attorneys of the Standard 
Oil Company had bought up his debts, giving his 
own notes therefor, at 50 cents onthe dollar. He 
ovtained morey from one of the officers of the 
Standard Oil Company on April 29, 1882, and 
on May 1, 1882, he paid his subscription and 
immediately began to collect materials for 
the filing of a bill inequity. He did,in fact, filea 
bill, and he filed another 60 days thereafter. 
Subsequently ke withdrew that ard filed 
a second bill containing numerous wanton 
and seandalous charges against the managers of 
the Tide-water Pipe Company, and the officers of 
the Standard Oil Compasy tock measures to 


have this bill published in the New-York 
papers, with a riew of injuring the credit 
of the eompany and interfering with 


its financial arrangements In that proceeding 
David B. Stuart, the then controller of the cem- 
any, was called as a witness, and in 
is deposition he _ affected to entertain 
no doubts as to the solvency of the company, 
that being one of the false allegations in the bill 


upon whieh Patterson claimed to be entitied 
to have a Receiver appointed, although 
be had refused to sell his steck at 
a premium. I have reason to believe, 


and expeet to be able to prove that Stuart was 
holding private correspondence with one or more 


ofticers of the Standard Oil Company, 
and betrayed to them the information de- 
rived by him in the cause of his 


confidential employment as an officer of the Tide- 
water Pipe Company.” After referring fully to 
the trouble about the last annual meeting of the 
Tide-water Company, Mr. Keene eoncludes by say- 
ing: “Immediately upon the holding of the said 
pretended meeting the defendants claimed to 
have been elected mamagers of the com- 
pany, and sougkt to embarrass the tran- 
sacticon of its business, by giving notice to 
banks and _ to the public papers and 
interfering in every way in their power with the 
conduct of tha affairs of the company. I believe 
that if they were allowed to take possession of the 
office and to conduct the business of the eom- 
pany they would not manage its affairs 
in the interest of the stockholders, but that they 
would do all in their power to destroy the eom- 
pany for the sake of enabling the Standard Oil 
Company to secure &@ monopoly.” 

The striking feature of the case of the defend- 
ant was the affidavit made by Mr. Archibald. which 
bears heavily on Prest Benson. It will be discussed 
incredulously to-merrow throughout the length 
and breadth of the oll regions. After stating that 
he is iatimately acquaintec with the affairs of the 
Standard Oil Company, and denying that it is en- 
gaged in amy conspiracy, he continyes as fellows: 
“It is true that offers have from time to 
time been made to me and to other persons con 
nected with the Standard Oil Cempany by stock- 
holders of the Tide-water Pipe Company for the 


sale of shares of the steck of said company, 
and also for a business combination hetween 
the said company and the Standard Oil Company, 
Byron DD. Benson and David» McKelvy have 
at various times for the past four 
years met me at their own instance, and 


have proposed to combine the business of the 
Tiae Water Pipe Company witk that of the Stand- 
ard O!] Company. desiring the latter to agree toa 
division of the business of transporting and refia- 


fog oil, and to agree with the Tide Water Pipe 
Company in fixing the rates of transporting oll and 
the price of refined oil. These preposals 
hive always been declined. B. D_ Benson 
bas also at various times proposed to 
me to sel! to the Standard Oj! Company, or persons 
interested therein, stock of the Tide-water Pipe 
Company. In the Fall of 1831 he sought 
an interview with me at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel in New-York, in which he proposed 
to sellfrom 25to 30 per cent. of the stock, but 
finally agreed to procure and sell a full minority 
interest. During the Summer of 1882, and at the 


time of the purchase of the pipe line of the Union 
Oil Company by the United Pipe Lines Company, 
H. L. Taylor informed me that B. D. Benson de 
sired him to prepose the sale to the Standard Oil 
Company of a majority interest in stock of the Tide 
Water Pipe Company.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GOVERN- 
_ MENT DIRECTORS. 

THEY COMPLAIN OF HINDRANCES IN THE 
PERFCGRMANCE OF THEIR DUTIES—THE 
CONDITION OF THE COMPANY AND ROAD. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The Government 
Directors of the Union Pacific Railroad Company, 
namely C,G. Havens, Isaac H. Bromley, W. Parish, 
and Colgate Hoyt, transmitted to the Secretary of 
the Interior, at a late hour this afternoon, their re- 
port for 1882. It begins with along statement of 
the difficulties experienced by the Directors in gain- 

Ing the information requisite for an intelligent and 

, faithful discharge of their duties. In the course of 
this search for information, Mr. Bromley, one of 
the Government Directors, called at the office of 
the company in New-York with the view of ascer- 
taining, if possible, whether any functions attached 

_ to the office, and, if so, what their nature was. He 
was treated with great courtesy by the chief 
executive officer of the company, 
“however, informed him, somewhat to his 
surprise, that practically there were no functions; 
that the office was a “mrth;” that the road 
and equipment belonged to the stockholders; that 
provision for the payment of the company’s debt 
' to the Government had been made by the “ Thur- 
man bill,” and that, asa matter of fact, the Gov- 
ernment had ne further eoncern with the direo- 
tion of the road or its management. It was evi- 
dently his opinion that the Government Directors 
had neither duties. responsibility, nor power, 
and that aside from making a _ pleasure 
trip over the road, nominally for the 
purpose of inspection, there was nothing 
for them todo. Facilities for making sucn a trip, 
he gaid, would be afforded at any time the Di- 
rectors might desire them. It was not until the 3d 
of November, 1882. nearly six months from te 
date of the appointment of the Government's Di 
rectors, that a cail was issued for the Di- 
rectors’ meéting to be held at New-York on 
Nov. 15. At this meeting only two of the Gov- 
ernment Directors—Messrs. Haven and Bromley— 
were present; consequently, there being no quo- 
rum, no organization of the Government board 
could be effected. Onthe 16th of November the 
two Goverpment Directors who had attended the 

“meeting of the previous day addressed to Mr. 
Henry McFarland, the Secretary of the company 
at Boston. a letter requesting him to call a meeting 
of the Governmext Directors at Boston at such 
time between Jan. 4 and Jan. 12. 1983, a8 would 
best suit his convenience, for the purposes of 
organizztion, &c: In the same communieation 
they gave him notice that they desired 
bim to be prepared to furnish at said 
meeting, specific information coneerning several 
points therein enumerated and set forth, particu- 
larly with regard to the proposed issue of collateral 
trust bonds. This request was complied with, and 
on Jan. 12, 1885, the meeting took place at Boston. | 
An organization was effected by the choice of Mr. | 

. Haven as Chairman and Mr. Bromley as Secretary. 
The officers of the company evinced a willingness 
to answer any questions that might be proposed | 
and facilities were afforded for examining the | 
books and accounts of the company. *‘* Detailed 
statements bad been prepared by the employes of | 
the company, for use by eounsel im the suit con- 

. testing the legality of the issue of eollateral trust 
bonds, and from these the answers to several of 
our inquiries might have been obtained. But it | 
Was represented to us that the company’s | 
attorneys were unwilling to have copies | 
furnished us until they had been sub- | 
mitted to them, and the meeting was adjourned | 
accordingly to meet in New-York on the 17th of 
January, when it was understoed that definite an- 
swers to our inquiries would be submitted. At the 
adjourned meeting Jan. 17 there were present 
Messrs. Haven, Bromley, Parrish, and Hoyt. A 
communication was received from Mr. Ham, the

Supplementary thereto Mr. 
Holmes communicated to us verba!ly, in answer to 
inguiry, such information as he was possessed of 
coneerning the company’s transac‘ions, its cendi- 
ion, and prospects. At this meeting we had the 
first real idication of a disposition on the part of 
any official representative of the company to 
treat the Government Directors as entitled to the 
confidence of the managers and to disclose to 
them frankly and ruliy the affairs of the company. 
In view of the obstructions and delays we had | 
experienced, and the apparent shynexs and dis- 
trust with which we had becn treated, the natural 
effect of which was to awaken suspicion, (what- 
ever may have been the intent,) we were agreea- 
bly surprised to find that, from all we could Jearn, 
the managemert of the road had been prudent 
and wise, its affairs homestiy and ably admin- 
lstered, its condition and prospects good, with 
nothing to be gained from concealment or evasion, | 
and nothing to be feared from publicity. | 
“The circumstances connected with our efforts | 
to obtain recognition as representatives of the 
Government in the Board of Directors have besn 
parrated somewhat in detail, in order, first, that | 
the reasons for the delay in submitting our report | 
may be known at the department, and, second, | 
that the views hitherto entertained by the manage- 
ment concerning the functions and duties of the | 
Government Directors may be more fully under- | 
stood. While we acquit the stockholders’ board 
and the officers of the road of any design 
of concealing or withholding anything from us for 
their own purposes, concerning the management 
or condition of the road, we feel constrained to say 
that, in our opinion, the limitations which they 
andertook to put upon us in the exercise of our | 
offiectal duties were not only unwarranted by law, | 
but calculated to impair public confidencein the 
administration of the company’s affairs. The ques- 
tion raised in 1880, after ‘he consolidation of the | 
Union, Kansas,and Denver Pacific Companies, as to 
the jurisdiction of the Government Direetors over | 
the consolidated company, had never been pressed | 
and we understood that their jurisdiction is not 
denied upon the ground of that consolidation. As | 
to thé suggestion that the office has virtually been | 
superseded by the creation of the office of Com- 
missioner of Railroads, we are very elear that no | 
such intention is expressed or implied in the law. 
The obvious purpese Of the law creating 
the office of Government Director, was to 
pecure in the actual and aetivoe direction of the | 
company representatives of the large interest 
beld by the Government in the road. It was in-

THE GOMMISSIONERS IN THEIR REPORT TAK- 
ING VERY DECIDED GROUND AGAINST IT. 


The Commissioners eppointed by the Su- 
wreme Court, General Term. to determine whether 
er not the Broadway Underground Connecting 
Railway Company should be allowed to tunnel 
Broadway and run trains underneath it between 
Park-place and Upion-square, made a report 
against the railway company yesterday. TheCem- 
missioners are ex-Judge Joseph 8. Bosworth and 
Messrs. John O’Brien and Artemas H. Holmes. 
Mr. Holmes was appointed in the place of the late 
ex-Judge Henry E. Davies. The report, after stat- 


ing the character of the tunnels and railroad pro-

“The proposed plan of construction invelves 

en or more openings in the side streets in the 
mediate vicinity of Broadway sufficient in ex- 
tent to permit the expeditious removal at the sev-

es: it alse involves erecting temporary 

dges, to be thrown across Broadway and sup- 
ported at the curbstones, at an elevation of two 
pr three feet above the curb, in order that travel 
upon that thoroughfare may not be wholly inter- 
rupted. it also involves the necessity of having 
the timbers of such bridges of sufficient strength to 
suspend and hold in positien such water-pipes and 
gas-pipes as are to be left and remain in Broadway 
after such tunnel shall be completed. It also in- 
volves rebuilding elsewhere under the supervision 

the proper department of the City, but at the 
petitioner’s expense, of trunk sewers, and laying 
‘water-mains in substitution for the greater part of 
the service now performed by the large sewers 
and water-mains now running under Broadway;

CHARLOTTE POLO RECOVERS $1,080 From 
MRS. PINTO. 

A colored woman named Charlotte Polo was 
plaintiff in a suit tried before Judge McAdam and 
a jury, in the Marine Court, yesterday. Accom- 
panying ber was a blue-eyed, flaxen-haired boy of 
Byears, who watched her earnestly with an ex- 
pression of complete confidence in her constantly 
on his face. For this ehild she has cared ever since 


he was a few weeks old, and the suit in whieh she 
pppears as plaixtiff was based upon that fact. ln 
ber complaint she alleged that on or about Jan. 1, 
1874, the defendant, Mrs. Josephine Pinto, wife of 
& Wealthy Cuban gentieman, engaged her to care 
for, elothe, and educate the child for a compensa- 
tion of $12 « month. Mrs. Pinto, who was then 
Mrs. De Cardenas, she said, gave her $15, partly for 
the first month's board ef the infant and partly as 
Bpresent to her. Since that time, she declared, 
e had received no meney from Mrs. Pinto, and 
wm her suit she claimed $1,080. In her answer Mrs. 
Pimto denied all the allegations of the complaint. 
On the witness stand Charlotte Pelo swore that 
when Mrs. Pinto gave herthe child she told her 
that the mother was a wet-nurse she had engaged. 
She said that she had lost sight of Mrs. Pinto for 
years, but had sought her persistently, and had 
even gone to Paris in search of her. In the course 
of her wanderings she had learned, and had taught 
her little ward, to speak French, Spanish, and 
Italian, as well as English. While iv Paris she had 
ld her story to the United States Consul, and he 
d written letters for herto Mrs. Pinto. No an- 
twers to these letters were received, nor were 
sny made by Mrs. Pinto in response to many notes 
tent by the witness. The last time Charlotte Polo 
saw Mrs. Pinto prior to meeting her inthe court- 
room yesterday, aceording to Charietre’s own 
story, was on board asteam-ship on which Mrs. 
Pinto was about to sail inthe Spring of 1874. At 
the request of Mrs. Pinto she took the infant 
to the steam-ship, so that its mether might see it. 
She saw Mrs. Pinto, but not the wet-nurse, whom 
the latter had told her was the mother of the boy. 
Dn board the steam-ship, she said, she also saw 
Dr. Arango, a physician. An attempt was made to 
show that the colored woman was not worthy of 
belief. Dr. Arango swore that he was not on 
board the steam ship, as she had asserted. Evi- 
Bence was proposed to be given to prove that an 
grTangerment for the support of the child kad been 
made between its mother, the wet-nurse, and Char- 
jotte Polo, but as it was based upon a mere state- 
foent made by the wet-nurse to a physieian, it was 
exciuded. Mrs. Pinto positively denied that she 
had ever made a contract for the support of the 
ehild, said tnat the infant was her nurse’s, and de- 
clare that Charlotte Pole bad been put out of her 
househsid. She said, however, that the colored 
woman visited the eteam-enip with the child be- 
panse the child’s mother was with her, (Mrs. Pinto.) 
The jury found a verdict for Charlotte Polo. allow- 
ing her the $1,080 she claimed, within five minutes 
after leaving the box.

A MUCH MARRIED WOMAN. 


ME. DE VLETTER’S MARRIAGE WITH MBS. 
REUBER DISSOLVED. 

Herman Stahl and Louise Reuber were mar- 
ried in this City in 1856. Soon after their marriage 
they went to live in Dusseldorf, Germany, and re- 
mained there together until 1868, when they sepa- 
rated. Stahl :eturned to this City in 1870, and five 
years later he obtained a decree of absolute dl- 
vorce in the Supreme Court, on proof that after he 
left Dusseldorf Mrs. Stahl went to live with a man 
named Blancke es his wife. Soon after the decree 
was entered against her the divorced woman came 
to New-York. Prior to her departure from 
Europe she had met John Willem Adrianus de 
Vietter,a responsible citizen of Rotterdam, Hol- 
land. to whom she represented herself as the 
widow of Hermann Stahl, and with whem she en- 


tered into an agreement of marriage. De 
Vietter could not leave Rotterdam to es- 
pouse her in this City, so on March 20, 
1877, he executed a power of attorney, author- 
izing William Margat Pauer, of this City, 
to carry out the marriage contract and to do all 
necessary acts to make it binding on the respective 
parties. William Margat Pauer accordingly, on May 
6, 1877, went before the Rev. Mr. Francis J. Schnei- 
der with Dame Louise Reuber and married her as 
the proxy of Meinberr Jan Willem Adrianus de 
Vietter. The new Dame de Vietter soon had her 
arrangements for leaving this country completed, 
and about June 1, 1877, she was welcomed to Rot- 
terdem by Meinherr de Vletter. Life in the slow 
Duteh city was not consonant with her desires, 
and about the middle of the following September 
she left Rotterdam and returned to New-York. 
Here she met Frederick Sahifeld, and on Dec. 6, 
1877, she was married to him by the Rev. Charles 
E. Berger, at No. 86 Third-avenue. 

In November last Meinherr de Vietter, through 
Lawyer Theodore Von Bremsen, begana suit in 
the Supreme Court in this City for the annulment 
of his marriage with ‘“ Dame Louise Reuber” on 
the ground that she had falsely represented herself 
to himas the widow of Hermann Stahl; that the 
decree of divorce against her prohibited her from 
marrying during Stahl’s life-time, and that she had 
done hima wrong, not only in marrying him in 
violation of that probibition, but also in cokabit- 
ing with Frederick Sahifeld whiie many persons 
regarded her as his (de Vietter’s) wife. The much- 
warried woman made an answer absolutely deny- 
ing alt the averments of the complaint, but she did 
not appear personally or present any witnesses at 
the trial of the suit before Referee Hugh J. Donnelly. 
Lawyer Von Bremsen testified that he met 
the defendant, and she told him that she thought 
she had a right to marry de Vietter be- 
cause the testimony upon which the divorce was 
obtained by Stahl was untrue, and tbat she mar- 
ried Sahlfeld believing that her marriage with de 
Vietter was null and void because, although she 
had lived with him for several months, it had not 
been consummated. Referee Donnelly made a re- 
port deciaring that the allegations of the com- 

laint were true, that Mrs. Stahl-de Vietter-Sahl- 
eid had violated the prohibition of the Supreme 
Court, not only in marrying de Vietter, but also in 
marrying Sahlfeld, and that Herr de Vietter was 
entitied to have his marriage with her declared 
nulland void from its beginning. The report of 
the Referee was confirmed, and a decree in ec- 
cordance with it was granted by Judge Donohne 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday. The de- 
cree declares the marriage to be null and void be- 
eause it was entered into at a time when Her- 
mann Stahl, who had procured a divorce on the 
greund of the defendant's adultery, was alive.

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AN AMERICAN SHIP FIRED AT. 


—_~._ 
STRANGE CONDUCT OF THE DUTCH AUTHORI- 
TIES AT CURACOA., 

Capt. Samuel Hess, master of the steam-ship 
Valencia, which arrived at this port late on Mon- 
day night from Curacoa, reported that the steamer 
was fired at while passing between the two forts 
at the entrance into the harbor at that port. The 
Valencia is an American vessel carrying the United 
States mails, and was loaded with a cargo of coffee 
consigned to Boulton, Bliss & Dallet, whose office 
is at No. 185 Pearl-street. She sailed from Puerto 
Cabello, Venezuela, on the 8th inst., and arrived 
the next morning at Curacoa. On the evening of 
the 12th she left for this port, among her passengers 
being the United States Consul to Puerto Cabello. 
Horatio N. Beach; Alexander G. Donxolly, a min- 
ing engineer, and Capt. Brotherton, whose ship had 


foundered off one of the Venezuelan Islands. Mr. 
Donnelly said yesterday he was aboard the Valen- 
sia when the shot was fired. When the ship 
started down the narrow channel, en each side of 
whieh was a fort, he took his position near the 
flagstaff on the hurricane deck. “As we ap- 
proached the forts I looked forward toward the 
bridge and saw the Captain and the Dutch Govern- 
ment pilot at their posts. There was also a sailor 
standing near the flagstaff ready to dip our colors 
when we should pass the Dutch forts. Suddenly, 
noticing a startled look on the Captain's counte- 
nance, I turned toward the fort and saw a company 
of soldiers shotting a cannon which they had run 
out on the parade ground. It was of large calibre. 
The Dutch pilot then shouted to the soldiers, bat 
their reply I could not understand. At this time 
the sailor dipped the ensign, and the Captain 
shouted back, ‘Raise that fiag and don’t 
you lower it again.’ We then saw that they were 
going to fire, and were all more or less excited at 
this demonstration against a merchant vessel. 
Suddenly we saw the smoke leap from tho cannon, 
and in another instant the shot struck the water 
about 16 feet from theside of the ship ina direct 
line with the point where we were standing. The 
water was forced up, and there was a vibration 
against the sbip, either by the water or the 
ricochet of the shot. I then went forward 
and joined United States Consul Beach and 
United States Consul Barnes, of Curacoa, who 
¢ame on board to see Mr. Beach off. I asked Mr. 
Barnes what it meant. and he replied, with strong 
emphasis, ‘I do not know; I cannot understand 
it.’ We had now got below the forts, and the 
Dutch pilot was in a trembling manner getting 
ready to leave the ship, while its crew nearly forced 
Mr. Barnes into the sea in getting into the boat. 
As Mr. Barnes left the ship Capt. Hess shouted 
to him, ‘ Remember, Mr. Barnes, I have mv fort 
pass allright, and my papers ere regular.’ We 
afterward searched the ship, and there were no 
political refugees on board. Consul Beach then 
took the depositions of all the officers and passen- 
gers on the steamer, and will presert the papers to 
the State Department at Washington.” 

Capt. Hess in his deposition confirms al! that Mr. 
Donnelly stated, and said that there were no 
irregularities in the papers. Half an hour before 
sailing an authority of the port came on board and 
stated the ship was ali right and te proceed to 
sea. There was the customary signaling on leav- 
ing the pert. *WhenIsawthe men loading the 
gur,” continued Capt. Hess, *‘I teld the pilot to 
tell them not to fire, and that the fort pass had 
been delivered. He then called out that all was 
right, but the shot came. The wind was strong, 
and, the channel being narrow, the ship could not 
be stopped, as it would have endangered its 
safety, for there were rocks on both sides. We 
were 800 yards from the forts. The shot came in 
a line about 40 feet forward of the propeller. Hav- 
ing had no intimation of anything wroug,I am at 
aless to account tor the extraordinary eonduct 
pursued in firing on the ship.” 

United States Consul Beach said he knew of no 
reason forthe action of the Dutch authorities. 
If anything had been wrong they should have fired 
a blank shot first across the bows. He also said he 
should presert the papers at Washington at onee, 
and those of Mr. Barnes would be sent by the next 
steamer.

MISS BURRS WILL. 


ARGUMENT BY MR. PIERREPONT, COUNSEL 
FOR THE CONTESTANTS, 

Argument by Edwards Pierrepont, in behalf 
of the contestants ef the will of the late Sarah 
Burr, was had before Surrogate Rollins yesterday. 
The second codicil of the will, he said, was the sub- 
ject of the suit. It was proposed to show that Miss 
Burr was not of sound mind at the time of the 
signing of the second codicil, and proof that many 
months befere that time she had ‘the intellect 
of a Cesar or the will of a Napoleon” had 
nothing whatever to do with the condition of 


her mind at the time she signed the document 
in dispute. The contestants had shown that Miss 
Burr was in her eighty-eighth year when sho signed 
the eodicil, and that undue influence had been used 
in procuring her signature to the codicil which be- 
queathed so much property to religious Institutions. 
She had signed the codicil five menths before her 
death, which oocarred March 1, 1881. Reared in 
aflluence, she had been accustomed to the gratifi- 
cation of tied wish, and her househoid furai- 
ture was of the finest description. When the 
change in Miss Burr’s condition came. the expen-

THE INADEQUATE WATER SUPPLY. 


—_—@—-——__—_ 
COMMISSIONER THOMPSON'S REPORT OF THE 
NEEDS OF THE CITY. 

The Aldermen several wecks ago adopted a 
resolution asking Public Works Commissioner 
Thompson for a detailed report on the condition 
of the City’s water supply. The Commissioner 
answered the request yesteraay. He says that the 
source of the supply, the Croton Valley watershed, 
has an area of 338 square miles. The outflow for 
the 12 years from 1866 to 1877, inclusive, at the 


Croton dam averaged 419,000,000 gallons per 
day. In 1868 the average was 601,000,000 gallons, 
and in 1877 it was only 307,000,000 galions. ‘The 
present available storage capacity is about 
9,000,000,000 gallons, and the squeduct brings te the 
City 95,000,000 per day. The High Bridge reservoir, 
area 4 acres, holds now 10,000,000 gallons. The new 
Central Park reservoir, area 100 acres, now holds 
760,000,000 gallons, with a capacity for 1,000,000,000 
galions. The old Central Park reservoir, area 30 
acres, has capacity for 159,000,000 gallons, and now 
contains 90,000,000 gallons. There are 8,000,000 gal- 
lons in the Forty-second-street reservoir, area 4 
acres, with a capacity for 20,000,000 gallone. The 
Croton Aqueduct has a sectional area of 53.34 square 
feet, and was built to carry 60,000,000 galions per day. 
The strain of carrying 95,000,000 gallons per day has 
seriously injured the aqueduct, and a large sum 
of money has been spent, and must still be ex- 
pended, for repairs. The water is distributed in 
the City by 531 miles of pipes of from 4 to 48 inches 
diameter. When, in 1865, the population of the 
City was 725,000, 91 gallons of water per capita, or 
66,000,000 gallons, were used each day. Now. with 
& population of at least 1,300,000, 95,000.000 galions, 
or 73 gallons per capita, is all that can be brought 
to the City. The elevated railroads consume 800,- 
000 gallons per day, and 180,000 gallons are used 
each day by the steam-heating companies. The 
utmost limit of the aqueduct was reached in 1873, 
and sinee that time tne pressure in the water mains 
has steadily decreased. The supply will not equal 
the demand until 2 new aqueduct is built, as the 
additional 15,000,000 or 20,000,000 gallons per day 
which will be secured from the Bronx and Byram 
Rivers will be anticipated by the growth of the 
City and the consequent increased demand for 
water. 

The Mayor’s Water Supply Committee listened 
yesterday to James M. Smith’s vews on the pro- 
posed dam at Quaker Bridge, and the various 
methods by which it might be built.

MR. CLANCY'S CHARGES. 


THE COMMITTEE CONDEMN UIM, BUT HE 
STICKS TO EIS ALLEGATIONS. 
The Brooklyn Board of Education met last 
} 
| 


evening to consider the report of the committee 
appointed to inquire into the charges made by Mr. 
J. J. Clancy, one ef the members of the board, 
against his fellow-members in a) letter toa local 
paper. Mr. Ciancy, inthe letter referred to, had 
characterized the men who were in the Board of 
Education while the absconding Secretary, Stuart, 
was stealing $250,000 from the e¢ity as being 
worthy of incarceration either in State prison 
or in a lunatio asylum, Against the present 
members of the board he charged that they 
had constantly violated the rules, and especially 
the rules governing the expenditure of money. 
Dr. Doane presented the committee’s report. It 


declared that Mr. Clancy had failed to sustain the 
charges, and recommended that the matter be 
brought to the attention of the Mayor. Mr. Ea- 
ward Rowe moved that Mr. Clancy bo expelled. 
Mr. Rowe spoke in hot indignation, and said that 
the report of the committee did not sufliciently 
express the outraged feelings of the men who had 
been siandered by Mr. Clancy in a most unwar- 
rantable manner. 

Mr. Clancy said he desired to make a statement. 
It was in offect that he stood by every one of his 
charges, and believed that if he lived for 50 years 
he could never do a more creditable act than that 
for which it was proposed to expel him, The com- 
mittee, he said, had wandered off upon questions 
of belief, but when he had brougbt them down to 
facts and figures they had avoided the matters 
really atissue. He said that a contract for $30,000 
had been made which had not been submitted to 
the board, andthe minutes would show that the 
breaches of the rules had been numerous. It was 
breaehes of the rules and laxity as to details 
that gave Whitney his opportunity to steal frem 
the Dock Department of New-York. and it was 
breaches of the rules that gave Stuart his oppor- 
tunity to steal $250,000 while Secretary of the 
Brooklyn Board of Education. At the conclusion 
of his statemeat Mr. Clancy took his hat and coat 
to leave the room. Several members ealled upon 
him to stay, butj}ke said that the parliamentary 
rule required h!m to leave while a matter personal 
to himself was being discussed. 

Mr. J. C. Hendrix, of the committee, said that 
Mr. Clancy had told a string of falsehoods 
and then slunk out of the room. He had not the 
maxliness to stay and answer the questions of the 
committee. Messrs. Payne, Doane, and Bristow 
also denounced Mr. Clancy. Mr. Bergen, Presi- 
dent of the board, said that it might turn out that 
they were dealing with lunacy rather than sanity. 
After some further debate it was agreed by a vote 
of 26to5 to lay the motion to expel on the table. 
The origina! report, with the recommendation that 
the matter be brought to the Mayor’s attention, 
was then adopted.

VESSELS IN COLLISION. 

The steam-ship Guyandotte, of the Old Do- 
minion Line, which ran into the United States 
monitor Ajax last Saturday, in the James River, 
arrived yesterday at this port. Capt. Kelly reports 
that when the accident occurred the steam-ship 
was bound for Richmond. At 5:15 last Saturday 


morning it was extremely dark and somewhat 
misty. The Guyandotte was moving slowly as she 
wus approaching her landing at City Point, near 
Richmond. The outlines of the Ajax, which lay at 
anchor in the river, were observed by the lookout, 
who immediately gave the alarm. It was too late, 
however, to avoid a collision. Although the en- 
gines had been reversed, the steam-ship ran head 
on ainst the monitor. The plates in the 
stem of the former at the water line were bent to 
one side, anda portion of the railing and stanch- 
ions of the latter were torn away, but otherwise 
she was uninjured. Capt. Kelly found that hie 
vessel was not leaking, and at once proceeded. 
During the return voyage the Guyandotte did not 
leak. She will have new plates placed in her stem. 
The Guyardcotte brought the body of Richard 
Wacker, ef Brooklyn, who was recently murdered 
in Richmond. 

Capt. Peterson, of the brig Chance, which arrived 
yesterday from Bahia, reports that last Sunday 
morning, at 6 o’clock, his vesse] was run into by an 
unknown ship.

There is an obvious fitness in the selection 
of Mr. Dorman B. Eaton as the first of the 
three names submitted by the President as 
those of the Civil Service Commissioners. 
No man has more thoroughly studied the 
system which the Commissioners will be re- 
quired to organize, and none can enter on 
the task with greater earnestness or a more 
steadfast faith in its permanent and far- 
reaching benefits. Mr. Eaton’s efforts as a 
reformer may sometimes overstep the 
bounds of discretion, but in this branch of 
reform his labors have heen as well-directed 
as his motives have been pure. His asso- 
ciates, Messrs. Jonn M. Grecory, of 
Tilinois, and Leroy D. Toman, of Ohio, 
are less well known, but apparently not less 
sincere advocates of the principles of 
the Civil Service bill They are men 
whose character and abilities seem well 
fitted for the work before them, and 
they are sufficiently far removed 
from the class of ‘‘ practical’ politicians to 
have their nominations accepted as evidence 
of the President’s honest desire to make the 
reform system of official selection and 
promotion thorough, judicious, and per- 
manent. The only unfavorable criticism 
that can ke passed on the nominations 
relates to their failure to include some one 
fully conversant with departmental organ- 
ization and methods and at the same time 
fully impressed with the need of lifting both 
beyond the reach of partisan influence. Such 
a man holding a responsible position in the 
Treasury Department was mentioned in 
connection with the commission, and though 
there may be good reasons for the absence of 
bis name, it is to be regretted that some one 
possessing similar qualifications was not 


found to give practical guidance to the | 


labors of the Commissioners. 


Mr. Haceexty’s bill in relation to Receiv- 
erships passed to a third reading im the As- 
sembly yesterday. It is a conservative 
measure compared to those introduced at 
the last-session, one of which was defeated 
by the Governor’s veto. While it would 
not work any radical change in the method 
of winding up insolvent corporations, it 
would furnish a number of needed safe- 
guards. In the first place, the Receiver 
must be appointed in the judicial dis- 
trict to which the corporation be- 
longs. This will prevent wreckers from 
seeking out corrupt or reckless Judges 
at Kingston or Albany, or elsewhere. The 
compensation of the Receiver is limited to 5 
per cent. on the first $100,000 received and 
paid out and 24 per cent. on additional 
sums. This will be a bar to extravagant 
allowances by the same class of Judges. 
Then the Receiver is required to deposit 
the funds in his charge in a place desig- 
nated by the court and to make no other 
investment of them without an order of 
‘the court. This would stand in the way 
of much of the thievishness that has 
characterized Receiverships. Moreover, an 
accounting is required every six months, in- 
tervening policy-holders must pay their own 
legal expenses, and the Attorney-General 
may move for the removal of any derelict 
Receiver. In short, the bill contains several 
excellent provisions, and none to which 
reasonable objection can be made, and that 
cannot be said of many Legislative measures 
nowadays. 


The Assembly Commitice on Navigation, 
which includes such eminent representatives 
of the interests of the port of New-York 
#8 Messrs. J. Murpay and Rocue of this 
City, and Messrs. McCaRREN and BoTLER 
of Kings, has elaborated a very char- 
acteristic piece of Democratic reform. 
Tt proposes to limit the number of 
Harbor-masters to six, and a Captain 
of the Port, and to give the appointment of 
the latter and four Harbor-masters-to the 
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Mayor of New-York, leaving two Harbor- 


masters to be appointed by the Controller 
of Brooklyn. The Mayor of Brooklyn can- 
not be trusted with this duty, because 
he is a Republican, while the Mayor 
of New-York can, because he is a 
Democrat. It is this sordid grabbing 
at the spoils of office, no matter how 
petty, and this utter contempt for con- 
sistency or public interest in contriving 
methods to secure them, that tends more 
than anything else to inspire disgust and 
contempt for the Democratic Party. In 
the conflict within its ranks between 
the politicians of the groggeries and 
the few leaders who have some intuitions 
of statesmanship the lower element usually 
gets the best of it. There is not enough in- 
telligence, conscience, or even ordinary 
shrewdness in the party to keep it long on 
its good behavior. At Albany, as elsewhere, 
its mercenary representatives are continually 
breaking away for promiscuous plunder be- 
fore the battle is half over. 


An investigation of alleged prison abuses | 


which is associated with, if not prompted by, 
a desire to make political capital among the 
class from which convicts are chiefly drawn, 
is not calculated to promote prison dis- 
cipline. The officiousness of the lawyer 
employed by the committee of inves- 
tigation was admirably fitted to en- 
courage the convicts to believe that in any 
acts of insubordination they would have the 
sympathy of a Democratic Legislature. 
Yesterday’s action of the Assembly was not 
of a kind to undeceive them on this point; 
but every respectable man in the State will 
earnestly hope for a vigorous exercise of the 
powers which the prison authorities possess 
to suppress the existing mutiny at Sing Sing. 
Nobody wants to see brutality systemati- 
cally practiced in any State prison, and it is, 
of course, impossible to find out what are 
the methods of discipline in vogue without 
hearing the testimony of past or present in- 
mates of penal institutions. But it is 
highly desirable that all such _in- 
quiries shall be prosecuted  with- 
out reference to any preconceived 
theories about the inequity of the contract 
system, and with an obvious absence of any 
attempt to make partisan capital out of them. 
Gov. Butier’s idea that a prison Warden 
should ‘‘ possess the confidence’’ of the con- 
victs under his charge should be left in sole 
possession of the philanthropic State of 
Massachusetts and its humanitarian Gov- 
ernor. 


Innumerable calamities in crowded thea- 
tres, churches, public halls, and schools: 
have made the public familiar with the con- 
ditions which make a panic-stricken multi- 
tude of human beings most dangerous to it- 
self. These conditions were all united in an 
unusually perfect degree ‘in the paro- 
chial school building of the Church of 
the Holy Redeemer, in Fourth-street, 
where 16 children were crushed to death 
yesterday. Among the elements which con- 
tributed to this disaster the fire stands least 
of all; the panic among the children and 
the wretched construction of the building 
did the dreadful work. The Sisters of the 
Convent of Notre Dame were careful, 
it is said, to give the children in 
their charge the benefit of a ‘fire 
driJl.”” Of what use is such training 
in a death-trap from which 700 children 
could not escape even in regular marching 
order in a less time than 10 or 15 minutes? 
The hails of the Fourth-street building were 
dark and narrow, and the stairway down 
which six or seven hundred little children 
madly plunged yesterday afternoon in the 
attempt to save themselves was but 
three feet wide. The hand-rail was so 
flimsy that it gave way at once,

low, where they were crushed and maimed 
by others falling upon them. In the light 
of this distressing experience it is barely 
possible that the intelligence and energy of 
the Roman Catholic Church in this City 
may be directed more to the reasonable care 
of children already exclusively in its charge, 
and less to the furtherance of schemes for 
extending its influence over those who, 
whatever may be their spiritual opportuni- 
ties, are at least not shut up in murderous

It is plain that the bill is by 
no means so favorable to the public in- 
terests as it was, and, while it is prob- 
able that it may result, if passed, 
in a reduction of the revenue, it is 
a very slight satisfaction of the promises 
given to the country by the , Republican 
Its exact provisions are, more- 
over, of less consequence, because they 
may be very considerably changed in the 
committee of conference, by whom, if at 
all, the measure will finally be completed. 

It is still difficult to foretell the ultimate 
fate of the measure. If it take the ordinary 
course in the House it cannot be passed. It 
is doubtful how far the Democrats in that 
body will consent to the change 1n the rules 
necessary to enable the bill to be sent to 
a conference committee, or whether such a 
committee could agree upon a measure 
which the Senate and the House would 
finally adopt. In any case, the result must 
be arrived at practically in the dark. If 
any changes are to be made in a law 
more widely affecting the prosperity and 
welfare of the whole country than any 
other that has been before Congress 
in years, they must be cooked up 
by a little knot of ‘‘representatives of the 
various interests’’—not of the public inter- 
ests, but of the pockets of favored manufac- 
turers. This isa situation which the busi- 
ness men of the country, and all who have 
intelligence enough to understand its real 
bearing, cannot regard without apprehen- 
sion. It is a lame and impotent conclu- 
sion to the efforts of more than a 
year in arriving at some rational 
reform of a system with which the whole 
country is deeply discontented. But what- 
ever may be the immediate outcome of these 
discouraging and discreditable proceedings, 
the past year has beyond all question seen 
the beginning of the end of extreme pro- 
tection, for during it public opinion has 
been enlightened and aroused, and before 
public opinion, in the long run, even the at 
present omnipotent manufacturers’ lobby 
will be compelled to yield. They are, it is 
true, the ‘‘power behind the throne,’’ but 
the people are the power beneath the throne, 
and can, apd may, overturn it. 


THE FIVE CENT FARE QUESTION. 

The elevated railroad monopoly, having 
apparently no hope of preventing the pas- 
sage of the Five Cent Fare bill through the 
Legislature, made little or no effort to that 
end. Its agents have, however, been ex- 


| erting themselves to induce the Governor to 


withhold his signature from the bill. Fail- 
ing that, they are likely to resort to the 
courts to prevent, if possible, the execution 
of the law, for the counsel of the monopoly 
claim that it is unconstitutional. The Gov- 
ernor seems to be disposed to hear all that is 
to be said on behalf of the monopoly, and to 
weigh his action carefully. 

There are two branches to this question. 
Had the Legislature authority to pass a law 
compelling the elevated roads to carry pas- 
sengers at a uniform fare of five cents under 
existing conditions? If so, was it just or 
expedient to exercise that authority? Mr. 
FrIep, in his argument before the Govern- 
or on Saturday last, claimed that the act 
was special legislation, and therefore pro- 
hibited by the Constitution, but it applies to 
all the elevated railroads there are in the 
State, and as there is no question of the 
power of the Legislature to pass laws affecting 
such means of transportation, it is doubtful 
whether that objection can be relied upon 
to defeat its operation. Nothing but slight 
changes of phraseology would be neces- 
sary to make it general without in any 
way altering its purpose or application. 
But the chief ground of objection is that it 


| impairs rights already granted and con- 


firmed to the companies, in which a con- 
tract is implied or expressed. It will be 
difficult to judge of the validity of this ob- 
jection without a thorough judicial exam- 
ination of the entire question. The Rapid 
Transit Commissioners authorized certain 
fares to be charged by the companies 
which constructed and at first op- 
erated the roads, Their authority was 
derived from a provision in the 
Rapid Transit act which required them 
within ninety days of their organization to 
cetermine ‘*the maximum rates for trans- 
portation’ and the hours during which cars 
or trains should be run “‘ at reduced rates of 
fares.’’ The Commissioners certainly could 
not under that authority make a contract by 
the mere act of fixing fares to be charged by

ture. One Legislature cannot put prohibi- 
tions upon other Legislatures, and the only 
question is whether this provision of the act 
of 1850 isin the nature of a contract be- 
tween the State and all railroad companies 
to be formed while it is in force. The 
Constitution of the State reserves to 
the Legislature the right to alter 
or repeal charters granted by itself, 
and undoubtedly all laws under which cher- 
ters are granted are subject to Legislative 
modification. Whether this provision of 
the General Railroad law relating to the re- 
duction of fares applies to the rapid transit 
system, or whether there is any contract ex- 
isting on the subject the obligation of which 
would be impaired by the act now in the 
hands of the Governor, are questions upon 
which the lawyers differ, and which can 
only be settled by judicial authority. In 
view of the complications of the law it 
would hardly be wise for the Governor to 
assume to settle them. 

But the other branch of the question is 
the one which has determined popular con- 
viction on the subject and swayed the Le- 
gislature in its action. The companies still 
claim that they cannot run the roads with a 
fair profit on the actual outlay of capital if 
they are compelled to carry passengers at five 
cents each. They put forth plausible figures 
in support of this claim, and yet nearly 
everybody is convinced that they are trying 
to benefit by their own wrongdoing. They 
have recklessly increased the volume of 
capital on which they claim the right 
to make a profit, and they have still 
more recklessly multiplied the ex- 
penses and losses of their business. That 
these roads, economically constructed and 
managed, with the enormous number of 
passengers which they would carry at fares 
not exceeding those for surface transporta- 
tion, could not earn a fair dividend on the 
capital invested is simply inconceivable. 
Nobody believes it. The Governor does 
well to consider the matter calmly and care- 
fully, but in view of the past action of the 
companies, the condition in which their 
finances are befogged, and the state of the 
law on the subject, we see no better way 
than to let the legal points go to the courts 
to be settled, and to submit the practical 
questions to the test of experiment. If 
there were any means of infusing common 
honesty and a decent regard for public 
rights into the conduct of elevated railroad 
affairs the difficulty could be speedily set- 
tled, but the present managers will never do 
right except on compulsion. 


A FRUITLESS CORRESPONDENCE. 


The terms proposed by the Pope as the 
basis of the ‘‘real,: durable peace” with 
Prussia are not acceptable to Emperor W11- 
LtAM. Very little has been gained by the 
exthange of letters between the two po- 
tentates, except that a better mutual 
understanding of the difficulties in the way 
of a durable peace has been reached. 
The correspondence was seemingly the out- 
come of a genuine desire for a satisfactory 
adjustment of the troubles which have exist- 


with the Vatican. The Pope wanted peace 
in order that the thousands of devout Catho- 
lics in Prussia who have been deprived of 
the advantages of spiritual instruction by 
the operation of the May laws might once 
more be put under priestly ministrations. 
BIsMARCK wanted peace as a necessary con- 
dition to the formation of a majority in the 
Reichstag, where the Ultramontane Centre 
party make the wrongs of Prussia the ex- 
cuse for their hostility to his schemes. The 
Emperor has no liking for unnecessary 
quarrels, and the only obstacle in the way 
of a lasting truce was apparently the lack of 
a mutual understanding. An understand- 
ing has been reached, but it is the reverse of 
encouraging. It reveals the two parties to 
the conflict still stubbornly holding their re- 
spective positions and in no mood for com- 
promise. Prussia still concedes too little 
and the Pope still asks too much. 


There has been a good deal of speculation 
as to the precise object sought to be gained 
It was official in 
character, not personal, for it was counter- 
signed by the Chancellor, and it was given 
out for publication. The conclusion is, there- 
fore, that Prussia intended the negotiations 
opened by it to be of a purely diplomatic 
and political character, each party to keep 
in view only its own selfish interests, that 
being the well-understood rule in all diplo- 
macy. It was clear that the Emperor was 
not moved by any regard for the good of 
the Church. His letter was in a certain 
sense an ultimatum. It informed the Pope 
that Prussia would insist on receiving noti- 
fication of all intended appointments of 
priests and Bishops. That principle of the | 
May laws could not be abrogated. If the 
Pope would consent to acknowledge and 
ovey this law, which is most repugnant to 
all Catholics, the Emperor would favora re- 
consideration of the May laws and the modi- 
fication of parts of them ‘‘ not permanently 
necessary to secure peace between the 
Church and the State.”” This is a very 
vague provision, and the conditions are hard. 


The Church has suffered hundreds of im- 
portant Curacies and Bishoprics to be vacant 
rather than submit to the humiliation of 
inviting the State to pass upon its appoint- 
ments, It was not to be expected that the 
Pope would make the concession demanded 
His reply to the 
Emperor's letter, of which a brief ab- 
stract was published on Monday, mercly 
says that he ‘‘has permitted the Bishops, 
without waiting for a complete revision 
of the May laws, to notify the Government 
of the appointment of new Curates.’’ But 
‘in addition to revision,’? which he some- 
what unjustifiably assumes will be the re- 
sult of his instructions to the Bishops, he 
asks that ‘‘measures be taken to mitigate 
the impediments to the exercise of clerical 
duties and the training of the clergy.”’ This 
he considers ‘‘ indispensable to the very life 
of the Church, and the chief obstacle to the 
a real, durable peace.”” In | 
the world of temporal politics the Pope’s | 
request would be called decidedly ‘‘cool.”’ 
He asks, in fact, the very thing that Prussia | 
has repeatedly assured him cannot be given.

It is not merely that the names of 
priests shall be submitted to the Minister of 
Public Worship in advance of their appoint- 
ment, but that no such appointment will be 
approved unless the appointee has been 
educated as the State prescribes. He must 
be of German birth, must have received the 
education of the gymnasium, and have 
passed three years at a German university or 
at some ecclesiastical college approved by the 
State, and if at any time he has been guilty 


of exercising ecclesiastical functions in dis- | 


obedience to the laws he is disqualified. 
No wonder the Pope says that the abolition 
of those provisions of the May laws is “‘in- 
dispensable to the very life of the Church.”’ 
Rome would distrust her own priests, and 
feel called upon to arm against foes with- 
in no less than against foes without, 
ifthe minds of the youth destined for her 
service were shaped by other hands than 
hers. What injurious falsehoods and here- 
sies might not take root during the years at 
the gymnasium and the university! So far 
as can be at present seen, this cor- 
respondence has left matters just where they 
stood before. Herr Winptuerst and his 
Ultramontane followers have of late behaved 
as if they really feared the success of the 
negotiations, which would deprive them of 
power and prominence. A permanent set- 
tlement between Prussia and the Vatican 
would make nobodies of them. They will 
doubtless continue to hold the balance of 
power so evenly as to paralyze imperial legis- 


lation.

It will probably be some time before Mr. 
Saumr Morsez’s Passion Play is produced in 
this City. [He has announced that he in- 
tends to appeal from Judge INGRABAM’s de- 
cision sustaining the Mayor in refusing to 
grant a license for Mr. Morsr’s theatre, and 
that in case his appeal fails he will go to 
some other country where he can obtain 
justice. The latter part of this announce- 
ment will be warmly applauded. There are 
few persons who are less needed in New- 
York than is Mr. Sanmr Morsr, and the 
most popular thing he could possibly do 
would be to leave it. 

Messrs. Howr & Humwmet, Mr. Morsr’s 
counsel, inform him that Judge INGRAHAM’s 
decision is *‘ not goodlaw.’’ Itmust be very 
painfulto Judge IxcraHam to know that Mr.

tries of Socialism or the wild crazes of 
European anarchists. Mr. Saum1 Mors is 
evidently an exception to this rule. He 
regards laws as engines of oppression, and 
believes that a man is ‘“persecuted’’ who is not 
permitted to do as he pleases, irrespective of 
law. He began his Passion Play enterpriso 
in defiance of the instincts of ali decent peo- 
ple. There may be nothing intrinsically 
wrong in the play, but its production would 
unquestionably be regarded as an outrage by 
nine out of every ten inhabitants of this 
City. The Mayor, in order to protect the 
vast majority of citizens from a threatened 
outrage, refused to grant Mr. Monss a 
license, and Judge INGRAHAM has sustained 
that refusal This is what Mr. Morse calls 
** persecution”’ and a refusal to do him jus- 
tice. 

Some time ago a person named BENNETT 
was arrested and imprisoned for circulating 
a book which was adjudged to be obscene. 
BENNETT was very indignant. He claimed 
that his book was written’ with a pure and 
lofty purpose, and that he was a persecuted 
man. Like Mr. Morst, he insisted that he had 
a right to doas he pleased, irrespective of the 
fact that in the opinion of every decent 
man his book was an outrage on decency. 
Public opinion, however, has inflexibly sus- 
tained BENNETT’S persecutors. He was not 
allowed to outrage decency, and the law 
fortunately enabled decent people to protect 
themselves by suppressing him and his book. 

From Mr. Morse’s point of view it is an 


| outrage that a thritty Hebrew should not be 


allowed to make money by blasphemy. Any 
attempt to interfere with his indecent project 
he holds to be persecution, and when the law 
is found to be against him he thinks that he is 
treated with injustice. Like Bennert, Mr. 
Morse objects to law when it interferes with 
his business. The one wanted freedom to 
deal in obscene literature; the other wants 
freedom to dealin blasphemy. It is hardly 
probable that Mr. Morsz will be any more 
successful than was his ‘‘ persecuted’’ pred- 
ecessor. This is a free country, but it is, 
nevertheless, a country governed by law. 
Mr. Monrst’s idea of freedom is evidently 
that of the anarchist, who claims that all 
laws should be abolished and every man per- 
mitted to do what is right in his eyes. 

Mr. Morse need not fear that he will fail 
to obtain justice. He will have justice—but 
nothing more. No man proposes that the 
law shall be stretched or broken for Mr.

| Princeton, N. J., Feb. 20.—The faneral ser- 
viees in honor of the late Lyman H. Atwater were 
held in the First Presbyterian Church this after- 

{ noon. The students of the college and seminary, 

| to the number of 1,000, gathered at the residence of 
the deceased gentleman and moved in procession 
to the church. The members of Whig Hall, of 
whieh he was a member, wore mourning regalia, 
and the building of the society was draped. The 
funeral sermon was delivered by the Rey. Dr. Por- 
ter, of Yale College. He said that 50 years ago he 
first met Lyman H. Atwater on the Campusat Yale 
and since that time their friendship had been of the 
strongest. That friendship had been of the greatest 
value because its maintenance had requirea sucha 
struggle. ‘he speaker gave a review of Dr. At- 
water's life, touching on the changes that his theo- 
logical opinions underwent shortly after his gradu- 
ation at Yale. He paida high tribute to tne de- 
ceased Doctor as a man, and ol as follows: 
** Constrained asI have been to take issue with 
him in theological diseussion, I take pleasare in 
Jooking to-day over these barriers at the 
faith we both held. I deem it one of the 
greatest privilezes of my life to stand 
here and give testimony to my regard for this my 
friend of half a century.” Dr. McCosh spoke on 
Dr. Atwater’s relation with the college. Dr. At- 
water had been among them as a teacher for 30 
years, instructing advanced students in the 
branches best fitted to eall forth thought. He had 
surveyed and mastered the wide subjeets of logic, 
metaphysics, and ethics; it had been his intention 
if he lived to publish his views on a 
certain branch of political science. His

DORSEY’S MAIL PETITIONS 


RERDELL IDENTIFIES HI1s 
IN MANY D@OCUMENTS, 

THE WAY PETITIONS AND SWORN STATE- 
MENTS WERE MANUFACTURED CLEARLY 
PROVED—MINER’S COUNSEL OBJECTS,’ 

WasHINcton, Feb, 20.—When Rerdel} 
began to testify this mornirig in the star route 
trial, and while he was identifying some of 
the papers as having been written by Miner, 
something occurred which showed that Mines 
was at last beginning to see the force of the 
evidence against him. His counsel, Gen. Hen- 
kle, arose and entered an objection, 

that Rerdell ought not to be allowed to testify 

against bis client. He admitted that there 

had been some delay in entering this 
objection, and argned that Rerdel) ought 
not to be heard= for two reasons: 

First, because there had been no order 

of the court allowing him to go on the stand 


and testify, and second, because, having 
pleaded guilty and been put on trial with tha 
other defendants, he was not now a competent 
witness. If he had pleaded guilty bef 
beginning of the trial, he ~iald hare 
competent witness. He moved thatall of Rer- 
dell’s testimony affecting Miner should be ex- 
cluded. Authorities were cited and arguments 
made. The court refused to grant the motion 
and overruled the objection. Rerdell had 
taken the stand, the Judge said, by permission 
of the court. The objection hi made 
too late, and could not have been sustained if 
it had been made earlier. In the course of hig 
remarks Judge Wylie said that Col. Ingersol] 
had announced at the beginning that he had 
no ———— to Rerdell’s acting as a witness, 
“‘ We don’t think,” added Col. Ingersoll, “thai 
itis worth while to object toit.

@ petition originally called only for ‘“‘in- 
creased facilities” or more trips, either Miner 
or the witness, under S. W. Dorsey's direc 
tion, had added words asking for quicker time, 
so as to furnish to the department an appar- 
ent foundation for the ‘‘expedition” which in- 
creased their profits, When Brady decided ta 
grant “expedition” it was necessary for the 
contractor to file a sworn statement giving the 
nuraber of men and horses used upon the old 
time allowance, and the number which 
would be needed to do the work un- 
der the proposed time allowance, and the 
pay was increased in direct proportion to 
the increase of the number of men and ani- 
mals. Rerdell had already explained that a 
large number of affidavits to be used in this 
way had been prepared in blank, and that he 
had filled in the figures under Dorsey’s direc- 
tion whenever a sworn statement was needed 
in the department.

THE MUTINY IN SING SING 
CONVICIS IN THE SHOE 
SHOP QUIT WORK. 

FOUNDATION FOR THE EXCITEMENT LAID 


BY MR. SIGERSON—-WARDEN BRUSH 
GIVES HIS VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT. 


EIGHTY 


Sine Sino, N. Y., Feb. 20.—The number of | 


convicts at the State prison here who have refused 
to werk was increased from 42 to 122 this moraing 
by the strike of 80 men In theshoeshop. Head 


Keeper Nixon had a conference early in the day | 


with one of the teams of men in regard to their 
work. These teams are composed of four men 
each, the men with whom Mir. Nixon talked being 
named Mack, Watson, Lynch, and Preston, 
expressed willingness to perform their usual tasks 
and were sept back to the shop. The Warden, 
however, whohad been expecting a revolt inthe shoe 
shop, was fated to meet with no disappointment, 
and was soon Informed that a number of men had 
refused to do anything more. He went to the shoe 
shop and found that 80 men had ceased working. 
When questioned as to the cause of their action 
they gave Various reasons, none of which was of 
auy weight. Warden Brush immediately ordered 
them to fall into line, and under a small guard they 
were marched to their cells and locked up, with 
the promise of a bread and water diet until further 
notice. An outbreak was also expected among the 
molders, but it did not take piace, owing to the 
circulation of arumor that the Governor had de- 


termined to stop the usual commutation of time | 


of service for all who had joined in the troubles 
thus far. 

Warden Brush said in regard to the difficulty: 
“There has been an unsettied state of feeling 


among the prisoners here ever since the investia- 
tion into prison discipline by the Lejislative Com- 
mittee began. Prisoners have been misleading 
themselves by believing that if they could only 
make noise enough in the prison to be heard out- 
side some sort of wonderful advantages would 
come to them. Well, the 80 men who have beeu 
locked up in their ceils to-day are from tbe lagting- 
room of the shoesnop. They have been running 
behind in their tasks for some time back. They are 
required to do 180 pairs of shoes per day and they 
have recently fallen as low as 180. We knew there 
was trouble coming. Mr. Dixon had four men here 
this morning and they said they werep epared to go 
to work. They demanded 160 pairs as their task, 
and three of them were finally locked up. 
In a short time the whole shop struck 
and refused to do anything more un- 
less Mack, Watson, and Lyneh were released. 
There were two keepers in the room at the time 
and four more were immediately putin. The men 
did not stop work all at once, but dropped off a 
few atatime. Thirty-five were compelled to stop 
because the stopping of the others left them no 
work todo. When ordered to fall in, they did so 
without any trouble, and when cenvicts are once 
in line they cannot offer any effectual resistance. 
Our discipline is so strict that the men did this 
from sheer force of habit. In the whole 80 there 
are only 10 or 12 real malcontents. Those who are 
nearly through their terms of service, of course, 
try to restrain the others, because they know the 
cousequences of revolt on their chances of liberty; 
but wken a number of the men, who do part of the 
work, stop, the shoes are not ready for the others 
to work upon. We should have had a new 
outbreak in the molders’ department to-day if 
it had mot been for a misunderstanding of 
some words of mine. A great congregating 
place forthe convicts is in the doctor’s cail-room. 
Every man is privileged to submit himself to the 
physician once a day, and, of course, the lazy fel- 
lows are always on band in hopes of deceiving the 
doetor into the belief that they are not fit to work. 
Here the insolent members of our family give vent 
to their feelings and sometimes tell the doctor 
tnat he does not know enough to saw the leg off a 
wooden horse. I was out there this morning, and 
in conversation with the doctor about one ef our 
unruly men said that I should recommend to the 
Governor not to give this man the benefit of his 
commutation. His papers had already been signed, 
these documents usually being ready a month in 
advance. He was sentenced for seven years 
which the commutation reduces to four years and 
nine months. Some of the convicts overheard a 
word ortwo of my conversation with the doctor 
and misunderstood me. They thought I said that 
the Governor had already deducted the shortage 
from every man who had struck. This report 
spread like wildfire throughout the foundries and 
put an end at once to all thought of revolt.” 

When asked if he thought there would be any 
further trouble, Warden Brush replied that it was 
impossible to tell. ‘This may turn out to be au- 
other Massachusetts affair,”’ said he, ‘‘or we may 
have no further trouble. We are prepared for a 
riot at any time: we are expected to be so. There 
are 20 Winchester repeating rifies in the armory, 
and a number of citizens, who work here as fore- 
men, &c., are ready to handle them. There ure 
8 more of these riflesin the cuard-honses in the 
prison wall, and there are 80 officers ey oa he in 
the prison. There are 1,588 eonvicts in the prison 
at present. Of these, 1,113 are working to-day, 
and about 150 are lecked > These men are in- 
eited to revolt by the idea that 
will render the contract system worthless, and 
so break it up. This prison is now paying 
the State about $20,000 per month. I believe 


it will take us at least six months to get back to | 
the fine state of discipline in which we were when | 


this outbreak began. State Superintendent of 
Prisons Baker will be here to-night, and on his dis- 
cussion of the situation with me will depend my 
action. He may bring some orders from the Gov- 
ernor. My own plan would be to keep the men 
locked up ustil they are willing to go to work 
again, and then give them an extra day or two to 


show them tbat they cannot he and begin |

GOV. BUTLER OFTERS IT TO BER—THE 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE QUPSTION. 

Boston, Feb, 20.—Miss Abigail Doage, more 
widely known as “Gail Hamilton,” has been 
offered an office by Gov. Butler. She has been 
asked to take a place on the Board of Trustees of 
the State Work-house, at Bridgewater, in place 
of Mrs. James T. Fields, wno has resigned the 
position and thus created the vacancy. It is ex- 
pected that Miss Dodge will accept.

They 
were tame and tended downward early in the day, 
with milder weather and larger receipts of grain, 
while the intimation that “there is a pause” in 
British circles, caused the sending of a good many 
selling orders here by sea-board speculation. But 
the country Was buying, aud New-York turned 
to that tack toward noon, which made the subse- 
quent market strong, though the local feeling was 


bearish allday. New-York was buying meats with 
a vengeance, while Germany was also a purchaser 
of boxed meats. 

Provisions were activeandstrong. Pork declined 
10 cents early in the day, then advanced 2246 cents, 
and closed 20 cents above the latest prices of Mon- 
day. Lard closed 20 cents higher afteran early shade 
ef weakness, and meats sold up 17% cents, closing 
51 cents higher than on Monday afternoon. The 
latest May prices on ‘Change were $18 6744 for 
pork, $18 85 fer lard. and $10 0244 for short ribs, 
the latter having sold at $10 20forJuly. Liverpool 
quoted a decline of 3d. on lard, and the local hog 
market was barely steady, while grain 
was weaker with better weather. This 
started the market down, chiefly on pork, 
but a Milwaukee operator, understood to 
be already long, took all the May he could * gob- 
ble” at $11 70, and this turned the tide.

CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 
DORMAN B. FATON OF NEW-YORE, JOBN mw. 

GREGORY OF ILLINOIS, AND LEROY pb. 
THOMAN OF OBIO APPOINTED. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The report was cir- 
eulated among Senators at the Capitol at noon 
that the Caninet had been considering the names 
selected by the President for the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and yet it was said by some one who had 
come directly from the White House that the 
names were to be sentin to-day. The President's 
messenger arrived at the usua! hour, bringing a few 
unimportant nominations, and it was supposed 
that the important ones had been again delayed. 
At 5 o'clock, however, he reappeared at the door 
of the Senate Chamber with another message from 


the President. The manifold sheet that was spread | 
out on Mr. David Davis's desk, and was eagerly | 


examined by half a dozen Senators, contained the 
names of Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, of New-York; Mr. 
Johu M. Gregory, of Illinois, and Mr. Leroy D. 
Thoman, of Ohio, to be Civil Service Commission- 
ers. Many ef the Senators on both sides of the 


chamber were in the cloak-rooms, seeking rest 
after the all-night session, and the news of the ap- 
pointrmaents was carried to them by the oorre- 
spondents. 


Dorman B. Eaton is a native of Vermont, and was | 


graduated at the University of that State in 1848, 
He studied two years at the Harvard Law School, 
and received the highest prize for a dissertation. 
In 1850 he began the prowive of law in New-York 
asa partner of the late Judge William Kent. He 
has since that time devoted himself to the practice 
of his profession, though he has also given con- 
siderable time to political and munieipal affairs. 


He prepared the principal health laws and a sant: | 


tary code for New-York. In 1874 and 1875, at the 
request of a Congressional committee, he prepared 
acode of laws forthe District of Columbia. Mr. 
Eaton has been identified with the Republican 
Parivy from its origin. He has been a member of 
the Union League Club, of which he is now a 
Vice-President, almost since its foundation, ana 
was for several years Chairman of its Committee 
of Political Reform. In 1873, on his return from a 
three years’ tour in Europe, ke was appointed by 
President Grant asa member of the Civil Service 
Commission, and succeeded as Chairman George 
William Curtis, who had resigned. Mr. Eaton 
lived in Washington and acted as a member of the 
commission until Congress, in 1875, refused further 
appropriations for the work. In 1877, at the re- 
quest of President Hayes, he began to write a bis- 
torical report upon the British civil service, visit- 
ing England for the purpose. ‘This report was 
peeee by order of Congress, and was also pub- 
ished by the Harpers in 1879 in the volume en- 
titled ** Civil Service In Great Britain.” 

The Rev. John M. Gregory is a native of Renssa- 
lear County, N. Y., and is in his sixty-first year. 
He received an academic and collegiate education, 
and was graduated at Union College, Schenectady, 
in 1846. He studied law fortwo years, but aban- 
coned the idea of practicing at the Bar and turned 
his attention totheology. Early in his career he be- 
came identified with educational matters. In 1852he

POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS

THE ASSEMBLY BILL ORDERED TO 
A THIRD REAPING. 
DEMOCRATIC MEMBERS POKING FUN AT THE 
MEASURE—TAER HAGGERTY RECEIVER- 

SHIP BILL DISCUSSED. 

ALBANY, Feb. 20.—With a considerable 
show of repugngnee and a disposition to amend so 
as to kill, if possible, the Democratic majority of 
tae Assembly to-day permitted the bill of J. W. 
Brooks, Repeblican, of Putnam, suppressing the 
‘evying of poilitical assessments to be ordered toa 
third readiag. In pressing the House to this action, 
Mr. Brooks, in committee of the whole, made 

‘ carefully prepared speech, in which he de- 
nounced in forcible terms the existing system 
of assessing public employes for political purposes. 
ft was an evil, he said, that struck everywhere. 
The high and the Jow, the rich and the poor, men 
in office, and men out of office who sought to get 
in—all were more er less demoralized by it. It had 
been so systematized that a 2 per cent. assessment 
had come to be regarded as the necessary amount to 
be levied on Congressional candidates, and 3 per 
vent. on State officers. The amount raised in 
the City of New-York by the system 
Was seldom below $200,000 im a campaign, 
and it had run as high as three and four times that 
fisure. This money was paid to men wko were ir- 
responsible, and the effect of the system ceuld not 
put be disastrous in the bighest degree to morality. 
[t had even been asserted that one Judge in this 


State had paid as much as one-half of his salary as 
an assessment to secure his office. Scrab-women, 
-gurses in hospitals, clergymen, veterans who were 
barely able to jive on their pittance, the life-savers 
along the Long Island shore, and even the pages 
on the Assembiy floor in other years had all been 
assessed for so-called political services by the 
harpies of one party or the other. Public senti- 


ment was aroused on this question, and it de- | 


manded that the majority in this Legislature 
should take cognizance of it. 

When the aixth section was reached Mr. Bene- 
dict, Democrat, of Ulster, moved to strike it out 
for the purpose of listening to the experience of 
the member from Putnam in the last campaign. 
So far as Ulster was concérned, he did not know of 
any scrub-women who had been assessed, or of 
any legislative officer who had allowed himself to 
be so assessed. Mr. Brooks replied that he was 
delighted to hear that such a model conaition of 
affairs existed in that county. It certainly 
did not exist in other counties of the 
State, if all the statements on the subject 
were to be believed. Mr. Roosevelt asserted 
for the benefit of the gentleman who was such a 
great stickler for economy, (Mr. Benedict,) that 
one reason why such large salaries were paid to 
public employes in tke State was the fact, gener- 
ally recognized, that a considerable amount of 
those salaries must be contributed for political ex- 
penses that were ealied legitimate, but which, as a 
matter of fact, were mostly illecitimate. The bill, 
he reminded the House, would apply to both par- 
ties; his ewn as well as the Democratic. 

Mr. Benedict withdrew his facetious motion, and 
his colleague, Mr. De Witt, Democrat, renewed it 
for the purpose of saying that the section made an 
invidious distinction against members of the Lezis- 
lature. He did not understand that the bill vro- 
hibited canditates who were not already in office 
from contributing money for political pur- 
poses. He was in favor of the bill as 
a whole, and would withdraw his motion. 
Erastus Brooks, Democrat, of Richmend, replied 
to Mr. De Witt, saying that if the bill did not apply 
to candidates as well as incumbents of offices it 
was a dead failure. They are the very class or 
whom this great taxation was imposed. He did 
not believe that members of Congress were elected 
powadays without the payment of one, two, 
three, and even as high as_ ten, years’ 
salaries. As for members of Assembly,in some 
eases they were required to pay twice 
as much as their salaries to be elected. The exist- 
ing system probably operates against poor men. 
Mr. Brooks vehemently denennced as “* blood- 
suckers” the men who, hovering around pells and 
who constitute members of committees, threat- 
ened to compass the defeat of candidates unless 
they agreed to pay so much money for their elec- 
tien. Ifthere was any question about candidates 
for office not coming within the requirements of 
the act he would move to amend so as to include 
that class. 

Mr. Roosevelt demanded in the name of justice 
and of all the decent people of the State that the 
bill should be allowed to pass. Let constituents 
everywhere understand, he said, that members of 
the Legislature were no longerto serve them in 
the capacity of paid errand boys, whose busi- 
mess it was to secure patronage and oiftice. 
Major Farrar, Republican, of Syracuse, declared 
that the time had arrived when the people of the 
State, regardiess of party, demanded that action 
should be taken on this important subject. Of ail 
the detestable characters on God’s green earth the 
most detestable were the professiona! politicians, 
and society insisted that they shouid cut off 
from further management of public affairs. 

The discussion developed a number of Demo- 
cratic wags besides Mr. Benedict. W. M. Thomp- 
son, of Jefierson, wanted the fourth section 
amended so that public officers or employes should 
be prohibited from giving money to any person 
whatever for pelitical objects. Sach an amend- 
ment would have defeated the object of the bill if 
ithad been adopted, and the friends of the bill 
voted it down, the friends of the amendment, if 
there were any, failing to come to its support. 
Mr. Thompson gave way to anether wag, Col. 
Johnson, of Westchester, who moved to amend 
the title of the act so that it should read “ Ar act 
to secure the speedy return of the Republican 
Party to power in this State.”” The vote by which 
this amendment was declared adopted was subse- 
quently reconsidered, the Democrats recogrizing 
the fact that they were tampering witha ee 
of considerable gravity. As ordered te a third 
reading the bill’reads as follows, the amendment by 
Mr. Erastus Brooks having been adopted: 

Section ly That no public officer or public employe 
of this State shall direetiy or indirectiy solicit or re 
ceive, or be in any manner concerned in svliciting or 


receiving any assessment, subseription, or contribu. | 


tion for any litical purpose whatever from any 
Other such officer or employe, or from any person 
receiving any salary or compensation from moneys 
derived from the Treasury of this State, or from tees 
therein. 

Sec. 2. That no person in any room or bulliding occu- 
pied in the discharge of official duties by any public 
officer or public employe referred to in this act, or iu 
or at avy prison, hospital, asylum, or other place 
where public work is performed or official duties dis 
charged, shall solicit, request, receive, or give notice 
of, by letter, circular, or otherwise, any contribution 
for any political purpose, of money or anything of 
Value, or receive or reguest any subscription or 
Promise to make or pay such contribution or sup- 
ecription. 

Sec. 3. That no public officer or public employe re- 
ferred to in this act shall discharge, promote, or de 
grade, or in any manner change the rank or compen. 
sation of any other such officer or employe, or prom- 
ise Or threaten so to do, or aid in sv doing, for or by 
reason of the making, the withholding, or the refusal 
to make or pay any contrtbution of money or other 
valuable thing for any political purpose. 

Sec. 4. That no public officer or public employe 
shail, directly or tudirectly, give or hand over to any 
other such officer or employe any money or other 
valuable thing on account of, or to be applied to the 
promotion of, any political object whatever; vor 
shall he make any promise or give any subscrip- 
tion to such officer or employe to pay or contribute 
any money or other valuable thing for any such pur- 
pose or object. 

Sec. 6. That any person whoeshall be guilty of vio- 
lating any provision of thia act shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 6. The phrase “pubtiic officer,” ase used herein, 
shall be held to include every member of the Legisia- 
ture, every officer serving under the Constitution or 
laws of this State, or paid, directly or Indirectly, from 
the State Treasury; and »ise every officer deriving his 
office from, or serving under. or paid from the Treas 
4 of any county, district, clty, village, town, or 
other political division of this State,or paid from 
official fees; and the phrase “public employe,” as 
ueed herein, shall be heid to inciude any person not 
being an oficer as aforesaid, emp'!oyed in or for, or 
doing public work in connection with the office of auy 
said ofticer employed in or for work tor this State, or 
any county, district, city, village, town, or political 
division eforesald,or paid in whole or part by any 
fees or from any Treasury aforesaid. 

Sze. 7. Nothing in this ect contained sball prevent 
any publie officer or public employe giving money for 
any political purpose, freely and of his own motion, 
to any other citizen except an officer or employe 
aferesaid, but every such gift and every proimise to 
give or to nake such contribution made to any person 
whatever on consideration of having, er upon the 
condition or for the purpose of securing or retaining, 
any such office or public employment, or any promo- 
tion or privilege or increase of salary or compeusa- 
tion therein, or of securing exemption from removal 
ordischarge therefrom. shuil bea misdemeaner on 
the part of every person who shail be a party to such 
giving, promise, or agre ment as last aforesaid. 

Sac. 8 The previsionsof this bill shall apply to the 
respective candidates named in this act. 

The Haggerty Keceivership bill created some dis- 
cugsion in the Committee of tho Whole, but it was 
finally ordered toa third reading without ether 
amendment than striking out the fifth section, 
which provided that in actions to dissolve the 
courts should not authorize the intervention of 
policy-holders or depositors, unless the Superin- 
tendent of either the Bankiag or In- 
surauce Department, according as the insol 
vent corporation might be a_ bank or 
an insurance company, certified that it was neccs 
sary. In opposing this section, Mr. Roosevelt as- 
serted that if the last Legislature had impeached a 
certain unjust Judge it would have done more to 
protect policy-holders than any other action that 
might be taken by this body. After that neglect 
ot duty it was only natural that people shouid 
fay that power in these cases should be taken 
from the Judges. He did not believe, however, 
that the integrity of the courts as a whole ought to 
be impeached. He would much ratber trust the 
Judges than the heads of the Banking or Insur- 
ance Departments. Mr. Hunt was also opposed 
to the section. He argued that the Judges could 
be trusted, only it would be necessary to hold them 
toa strict accountability for their acts. If Judge 

Westbrook had been impeached the framer of the 
bill would mever have thought of inserting sucha 
section. Major Haggerty said it was a matter of 
indifference to him whether the seetion was re- 
tained or not. His only desire was to throw all 
the safezuards possible around tie interests of 
policy-holders and stockholders. 

The bill, as it was ordered to a third roading, 
provides that every application hereatter made ter 
the appointment of a Keceiver of a eorporation 
shall be made at aterm of court held in and for the 
district in which the principai offive of the 
Corporation is situated, and any = order 
appoivting a teceiver, otherwise made, 
shail be void. All deposits of corporation 
funds are to be made in places desicnated in the 
order of appointment, and astatement of his re- 
veipts and expenses is to be filed by the Receiver 
every six months with the Bank or Insurance 
Superintendent, as the case may be, while the 
Attorney-General shall examine the Receiver’s 
books and accounts at least once a year. Inter- 
vening policy-holders or depositors must pay the 


expenses of sueh intervention. The affairs of 
every insolvent cerporation now in the hands of 
a Receiver must be closed up within one year. 

Those Democrats who are sensitive about the 
statements that this Legislature is not the economi- 
cal body that it ought to be were shocked when 
Mr. Clarke, of New. Yerk, introduced a bill provid- 
ing for the purchaza of a iarge silico ot land fer a 
park for the capital, at an expense of $500,000. Mr. 
Clarke explained that he introduced the extrava- 
gant scheme by request. It was immediately hur- 
rurried to a committee, to be buried beyond the 
possibility of resurrection. , : 

The Assembly has agreed te adjourn over Wash- 
ington’s Birthday and until next Monday night, 
providing the Senate will concur. 

The Assembly Commerce and Navigation Commit- 
tee has agreed to report a bill limitiag the number 
of Harbor-rasters to six and a Captain of the Port. 
The Mayor of New-York is to have the power to 
appoint the Captain and four Harbor-masters and 
the Democratie Contreller of Brooklyn the other 
two. Their term of office is two years and their 
salaries $2,000 each. The Captain is to hold office 
three years and receive $2,500 salary. The bill is 
the joint product of Mr. Cary and of Col. Tremper, 
of Ulster, who is a member of the Produce £Ex- 
change. ry 

The proposition to hold biennial sessions of the 
Legislature will be the special order for considera- 
tion next Monday night. Messrs. Everett P. 
Wheeler, Willard Brown, and Edward M. Shepard, 
of the Civil Service Reform Association, argued 
before the Judiciary Committee this afternooa in 
favor of the Pendleton bili.

BILLS IN THE SENATE. 
THE ACT TO REGULATE THE ISSUE OF STOCK 
BY CORPORATIONS. 

ALBANY, Feb. 20.—The Senate occupied 
most of the session to-day in the taird reading of 
bills, the larger part of which were only of local 
interest. Among the most important that eame 
up for final passage was Mr. Thomas's bill “ toreg- 
ulate the issue of stock by corporations and joint 
stock associations.” On the call of the 
roll it only got 15 votes to 12 in the neg- 
ative, and it was declared Jost. Mr, Thomas 
moved a reconsideration, and said that the object 
of the bill was simply to prevent swindling by cor- 
porations. He added that any Senator who voted 
against it recordea himself in favor of such swin- 
dling. Only one Senator spoke against it, he said, 
when it was considered in Committee of the Whole, 


and he could not account for the opposition it has 
encountered. He was prepared to discuss its mer- 
its with any Senator, and challenged such a discus- 
sion. Mr. Kiernan moved to lay the motion to re- 
consider on the table. He said that it was a very 
important bill ami many parties desired to be 
heard upon it. At the proper time he would be 
prepared with facts and arguments to show why 
such a bill ought not te become a Jaw. It was 
finally agreed between Mr. Thomas and Mr. Kier- 
nan tnat the motion to reconsider should be al- 
lowed to pass, and that the bi!l should then be re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee tor a hearing. 
which was done. The following is a full copy of 
the bill: 


SErcTION 1. Noshareof stock or interest in any corpor- 
ation or joint stock association, now or hereafter or- 
ganized under the laws of this State, since the year 
1828, shall be sold, assigned, transferred, issued, or 
vested in any person whomsoever until such corpora- 
tion or association shall have received the par vaiue 
of the same in money. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a railway corporation is formed 
under the laws of this State authorizing the organtiza- 
tion of railway corporations to acquire, hold, and use 
the property of railroads sold pursuant to judgments, 
shares of stock may be iasved by corporations so or- 
ganized in exchange and in satisfaction of the 
stock and indebtedness of the insolvent cor- 
poration, owned by the persons entering into the 
reorganization upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon, but shares of stock shail not be issued except 
upon the surrender and cancellation of at least an 
equal amount of the stock or indebtedness of the In 
solvent corporation. A corporation so organized shall 
not igsue atock to an amount greater than the amount 
of the stock and indebtedness of the insolvent corpo 
ration together with the amount of money that shali 
be paid in for new stock of the corporation. 

S:c. 3. Every corporation or Joint stock association 
shall keep a book, properly indexed, showing the 
names and residences of shareholders, the number of 
shares heid by each shareheider, the number and date 
of the certificates under which heid, and whether the 
shares are origina! shares tssued to first purchasers, or 
shares reissued to subsequent purchasers. The book 
so kept shall during business hours be subject to the 
inspection of any shareholder of the corporation or 
of the Attorney-General of the State or of any person 
designated by him to inspect said book. 

Sec. 4. This uct shall nor affect tne right of the 
owners of shares of stock legally issued to seli the 
same at any price, or the right of corporations or of 
joint stock associations to issue new certificates 
to the purchasers of shares so sold, 

Sec. 56. Any person issuing or aiding in issuing 
shares of stock in violation of this act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction punishabie by 
imprisonment in a penitentiary for not more than one 
year or by a fine not exceeding $1,000, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

Sxc. 6. Any corporation or joint stock association 
failing to comply with section % of this act shail 
be liable to a penalty of $5,000, to be recovered by an 
action in the Supreme Court for the use of this State 
upon the relation of the Attorney-General. 

‘Stc. 7. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Among the bills passed were the following: Mr. 
Jacebs’s bill allowing Execntors to seil real estate 
at private or public sale as they may deem best 
except in cases where the will directs the mode of 
sale. The bill also levalizes and confirms al! pre- 
vious private sales by Executors. The biil fixing 
salaries for the crierand actendants of the Court 
of Appeals. Mr. H. A. Nelson said that the agcre- 
gate increase of the pay of these officers would 
not exceed $2,000, and the bill was asked for by the 
Judges of the court. The bill authorizing the Cot- 
ton Exchange in New-York to forma mutual in-

as exists in the Stock Exchange. The bill requiring 
all votes in town meetings on the expenditure of 
money to be taken by ballot. 

Mr. Daly introduced a bi!l anthorizing the trans- 
fer by the Board of Apportionment of money in 
any of the City departments of New-York to tho 
Board of Education for the erection of new school 
accommodations. Mr. Fitzgerald introduced a 
bill amending the charter ef the New-York Oph- 
thalmic Hospital so as to permit the treatment of 
throat diseases. 

A. Lansing, the Albany Senator, announced 
the death of George Dawson, and paid a glowing 
tribute to his memory. Herxaid there was no citi- 
zen in any walk of life in Albany whose loss would 
be so severely felt as Mr. Dawson's. He moved 
that the Senate adjourn out of respect to his mem 
ory and to enable Senators to attend bis funeral. 
The motion was unanimously adopted.

FREE THOUGHT. 
SE SS 
THE SUBJECT DIFCUSSED BEFORE TUE 
TEENTH CENTURY CLUB. 

The subject for discussion before the Nino- 
teenth Century Club last evening was “ Free 
Thoug.t,” and the fact that the Rev. J. H. Ry 
lance was announced to read a poper on this theme 
resulted in filling the pariors of Courtlandt Palmer, 
at No. 117 East Twenty-first-street. Among the 
prominent ladies and gentlemen who assembled in 
Mr. Palmer's house were the Rev. George Mallory, 
Mr. and Mrs. H. J. Havden, Mrs. Paran Stevens, 
Edward T. Potter, Mr. and Mrs. Charles T. Steb- 
bins, Prof. Isaae L. Rice, Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Work, Mr. and Mrs. William C. Whitney, Mr. 
and Mrs. H. M. Day, Mrs. E. L. Youmans, 


Gen. H. E. Tremain, George Parsons Lathrop, 
Mrs. John Sherwood, Col. #. A. Conkling, and the 
Rey. A. McMillan. The Rev. Dr. J. H. Rylance, 
Rector of St. Mark’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
read the paper of the evening. He maintained in 
his essay that free thought, if properly conducted, 
was the most efficient aid to the Christian religion. 
Free thinkers, he said, are unjustly looked upon as 
infidels. Freedom of thought is the inalienable 
right of all men; the real question is bow will men 
use thisfreedom. ‘The rapid spread of intelligence 
in the world has done away with the ecciesiasti- 
cal bigotry of the past. An independent spirit 
of thought is abroad to-day, and it isa good spirit 
which should be encouraged. ‘ Free thinkers,” 
said Dr. Rylance in concluding, ‘‘ must become dis- 
criminating in their criticisms before they will do 
much with the matters that they have in hand 
They will find, when they come te analyze their 
freo thoughts, that the theughts all resolve them- 
selves into the idea of Christianity. Let us dream 
no dreams, and tell no lies, but rest assured that 
the great God will suffer mo soul to perish that has 
sought and learned His will.” 

Dwight H. Olmstead, the Rey. J. P. Newman, 
Prof. Felix Adier, the Rev. J. B. Wasson, and the 
Rey. M. RK. Schermerhorn discussed the question of 
free thought, each of them in about the same 
view. They all considered thatin the present age 
of progress humanity bad a right tothink. Dr. 
Newmar said, * 1 entirely agree with Dr. Rylance 
in declaring the beneficence of freedom of thought. 
The intolerance of unbelief cannot be too strongly 
dwelt on, and if this club does nothing else than to 
modify this blind tendency to unbelief which is 
characteristic of the age it will do a greet work. 
The clubis on the rigbt track. I must have my 
intelleet converted before my heart is coiverted. 
The mind, in investigating a proposition, is gov 
erned by the laws of thought, and if | can discover 
any weakness in what is usually known aa free 
thinking, it isin the fact thatfree thinkers, as the 
world calls them, ignore the laws of thougbt. The 
true free thinker will find himself in the end rest- 
ing upon the truths of the inspired Word.”’ Felix 
Adler said that he was not present to indorse the 
principles of the club. He wanted to protest 
against some of the things whieh Dr. Rvlance had 
said. He did not think that the free thinkers of 
the world were so far outside the pale of Chris- 
tianity as the Doctor thought. “Tnere is mor 
acreement between Christians and true free thi 
ers,” said Prof. Adler, “than the world imagines.
